tive a Thouſand Years, Every Pleaſure ap- 
pears bur the ſame in different Forms ; and 
they all agree, in leaving us afflicted with the 
{ame or greater Pain than they found us in : 

"Which is a ſufficient Argument to a Man of 
Spirit, that he ought ro die, in purſuit of his 
own Eaſe. 

We walk here on Earth in an Enchanted 
Circle of Shadows and Mockeries : Our 
whole Life is full af Vanity and Miſtake. E- 
very Man's Fortune is but a Repetition of 
Ixion's : We court Clouds inſtead of Divini- 
ties; and our moſt charming Fruirions conſiſt 
in Emprtineſs. - 

Indeed, all this Vifible World is bur 
a Mighty Pageant , a Pompous Emblem , a 
Gaudy Type of' that Inviſible Region which is 
the Mother of Spirits, Oh ! that it were law- 
fal for a Mortal, to releaſe his Soul from its 
long irkſom Exile here Below, and ſend it 
Home to irs Native Country, the Kingdom 
of Divine Ideas! Then wou'd I ſoon launch 
forth into the unknown Abyls. But we mutt 
be reſfign'd, and not think much to bear our 
ſeveral Deſtinies ; and patiently wair for the 
appointed Hour of Tranſmigration: For it is 
in vain to think of haſtning or delaying our 
Fate. Beſides, for ought we know, the next 
Station may be worſe than this : Every thing 
is full of Myſterious Darkneſs. And there- 
fore, prithee Mebeme?t, ler thou and I tay a-

To the Seliftar Aga, or Sword- 
Bearer zo the Sultan. 


His has been a Terrible Campagne to 
the Germans and their Confederates: For 
when they firſt rook the Field in the Spring, 
their Forces amounted ro Sixry Thouſand 
Men, bur now ar the breaking up, and going 
= to their M/inter Quarters, they could nor 
number above Twenty Thouſand. So that 
they have loſt Two Parts in Three of their 
Army. Whilftt the French proſper and are 
victorious ; taking their Towtrts and Caſtles, 
ſubduing whole Provinces to the + 
( 
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of this Invincible Monarch, and exiending his 
Conqueſts far and wide through the Franchc- 
Compte , Lorrain, Alſace , Brabant, Flander-:}, 
Catalonia, and even 10 the Iſtes of the Sea. 

I have formerly given an Account to the 
Miniſters of the Port , of all the moſt Re- 
markable Actions perform'd in theſe ſeveral 
Quarrers ; there remains only a late famous 


_ Victory gaind by the Mareſchal de Turenne, 


near Strasbourg, of which I cannor give thee 
the Particulars, neither is it very Material. 
Bur, in brief I ſhall acquaint thee, thar through 
the Connivance of the Ele&or of Mayence, 
and the Citizens of Strasbourg , the Confede- 
rate Forces , amounting to Farry Thouſand 
Men, gort paſſage over the Rhine, and had 
like ro have ſurpriz'd the French, who were 
not above Twearty Five Thouſand ſtrong. 
But the Vigilance and good Conduct of 
Monfieur Turenne, prevented their Deſign, and 
turn'd the Fortune of War to his own ſide. 
This ſe General conſidering the unequal 
Numbers of his Enemies, did- nor think is fir 
ro engage his whole Army art once with 
theirs, leſt he ſhould be oppreſſed with their 
Multitude , being almoſt double in number 
ro his. Bur he fought them by Derachments, 
ſetting upon them in their March : And this 
lucceeded very fortunately , for he was in 
p—_ of the moſt adyantagious Poſts and 

afles of rhe Country, He lined the Hedges 
with ſome of his Men, who gall'd the Ene- 
mies as they marched along the Roads, He 
planted others on the. Declive of Hills, under. 
B 3 the 
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the Covert of Thickers which grew on each 
fide of deep Ways, through which the Ene- 
my mn{t paſs; theſe annoy'd them ſorely 
from their ſhady Heights, whilſt ſome ar- 
rack'd them in the Front. Thus by gradual 
Skirmiſhes, he cur off many Thouſands, and 
f:raw'd the Roads with Dead Bodies : *Till 
the Confederates perceiving how they wete 
embaraſs'd on all Hands, rook the Advantage 
of a certain V/ood , where they retrench'd 
themſelves, and ſtood in their own defence 
a long time, Bur the French ar length forc'd 
them from this ſhelter, and then began a 
formal Bactel, which prov'd bloody ro the 
Imperialiſts: For they had above Three T hou- 
ſand of their Men killed upon rhe Spor, be- 
fides thoſe that were wounded and raken 
Priſoners. "They loſt alſo Ten Pieces of their 
Cannon, and the Ground was cover'd with 
Cuiraſſes, Halberds, Pikes, Muskets, Swords, 
and all ſorts of Arms, which the Confederates 
tefr behind in their precipitate Retreat by 
Night. For fo general a ot had 
ſeiz'd the Minds of the Souldiery , thar all 
rheRherorick of the Officers was not ſnfficienr 
to ſtop their Flight. In this Batcel the Ma- 
y2/chal de Turenne had his Horſe kill'd under 
him by a Musket Shot, bur he receiv'd no 
Hurt himſelf, 

He is a Fortunate and Wiſe General, know- 
ing how ro ſerve himſelf of all Opportuni- 
ties and Advantages of Time, Place, and 0- 
ther Circumſtances which offer themſelves 
to a Man's Conſideration in time of War, 
He 
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He never attracques an Enemy, without be- 
ing ſure of gerting-the Victory, or ar leaſt of 
retiring ſecurely and honourably from the 
Combat. The French ule ro ſay, That if the 
Prince cf Conde had an Alloy of Turenne's 
Earth in his Temper , and Tarenne had the 
Prince of Conde's Fire, there would not be Two 
ſuch other Generals in the whole FVer{d.

Ears. I will nor caft my Holy things to Deps, 
nor expole that which is precious to the Feet 
of Swine. Lert the Smich labour art his Anvil, 
and Hammer the Mettal into what Form he 
By. pleaſes ; 
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pleaſes ; his Eye is waſted with the perpetual 
Vapour of the Fire ; and as to Intellectual 
things, he is ſtark Blind. So is the Carpenter 
who works in Timber, and hews away the 
Knobs and Roughnefſes with his Axe ; he 
ſaws 1t into Planks, and afterwards ſmoorhs 
it with his. Plane ; he marks out his Work 
with Line and Plummet, and meaſures it with 
Rule and Compaſs ; he firs one Piece to'ano- 
ther, and when all is poliſh'd and prepar'd 
ro his Mind, he joyns them together in a 
Frame, and rejoyces in the ſucceſs of his In- 
duftry and Skill, 

Theſe and all other Mechanicks bend their 
Mind to their Work ; that is the ſcope of 
their Ambition ; and when they have done, 
they eat and drink the fruit of their Labours, 
They ftudy not the Sayings of Famous Men, 
nor penetrate into the M:/teries of Dark Pa- 
rables ; they have no Inclination to ſeek our 
the wiſdom of the Ancients, or to meditate on 


. the I»ſtruftions of Sages. Therefore with ſuch 


as theſe I will nor converſe, or talk of the 
way of Perfefiion : Nor yer with Wreſtlers, 
Fencers or So/diers: T have as little hopes ro 
prevail on Mariners, L awyers and Courtzers,or 
on any thatare entangled in Worldly Afﬀairs. 
Bur I addreſs my ſelf to 4 Good and know- 
ing Man, who underſtands himſelf, and what 
his Buſineſs is in this World ; who compre- 
hends the force of the Chains which inrangle 
his Seu in this Mortal Life, and is inftructed 
in the Merhod of difingaging himſelf, To 
{uch an one I ſpeak, and nor to others, who 

lye 
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lye ſnoring in their Lethargy, and will nor. 
be wak'd. 

Certainly 'ris as impoſſible, that one and 
the ſame Rule of Life, ſhould fir the various 
Tempers and Conditions of Men, as that one ' 
and the fame courſe ſhould be raken , cfle- 
Ctually ro diſpoſe a Man to Slcep, and vio- 
lently to keep him Awake. For he that 
would fleep out his whole Life, it any be {0 
ſottiſh, it behoves him ro procure a conſtant 
ſupply of things which create Slcep, Where- 
as he that deſigns tro be Vigilante and Active, 
muſt furniſh himſelf with tuch rhings as chaſe 
away Sleep,and incline ro Watchfulnefs. The 
former therefore ought to give himlelt up to 
Gluttony , Drunkenneſs and Surfeiting : He 
ſhould have a dark Houſe, a fofr and large 
Bed : And ſhould uſe all manner of Appli- 
cations that cauſe Drowlineſs ; as Soporite- 
rous Perfumes, Potions, £&:. Whereas the 
latter ought to be always Sober, ro Drink 
moderately, and Eat a {lender Diet ; to have 
a light Houſe, a ſerene Air, a fenſc of Pain, 
a \treighr and hard Bed, lirtle tired for Mans 
Repole. 

ur whether we Mortals are in a Place 
where we ought perperually to be upon our. 
Watch ; or whether our whole Lite oughr 
to be but one Night of Sleep, is known only 
to ſuch -as thee, who hait dilcover'd the 
Preſtigious Magich of the B-dy, and how the 
Soul 1s enchanted in this World! ; who hait 
found our the Native Activity of the Mind, 
and how it comes to be ;{upilicd by the. 
B 5 hidden 
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hidden Opzates thag lie lurking in the Fleſh, 

Holy Santone, whilſt we are in this World 
of Shadows, we are perfect Exiles, baniſh'd 
from our Native Country , which is the 
World of Real Subſtances : The more we are 
drench'd in Matter, the farther do we ſtraggle 
trom Home, wandring in foreign Defarts of 
Enchanted Ground, where we converle with 
none bnt empry Spe&res, Fairies, Demons, 


Elfs, and cheating Apparitions. For all that's 


in this Outward World, is bur a falſe Delu- 
fion, the Mimickyy of Nature ; a heap of Sha- 
dows revers'd and tinCtur'd with a faint Pro- 
jection from the Porld of Light. 

Knowing therefore rheſe things, let us 
make haſte to return tro our Native Seats 
again ; ler us diveſt our {elves of the {trange 
Habits we have taken up by Imitation in this 
our Pilgrimage, and Purge our Minds of all 
the I!l Qualities we have Imbib'd on Earth: 
Ler us cait of corrupt Afﬀections, Apperites 
and Inclinarions, with every vain and falle 
Opinion. When we are free'd from all theſe 
Weights, our Souls will caiily mount alofr, 
their Wings never flagging, 'uill they perch 
upon the Trees of Paradiſe. Whar is more 
Generous than the Mind of Man, when once 
awaken'd from the Slumbers of this Mortal 
Lite 2 How ir deſpiſes theſe Terrene Enjoy- 
ments, and only pants and thirſts for the Su- 
pream Delights Above ! As Iron turns it ſelf 
and makes irs Amorous Approaches ro rhe 
Magnet ; 1o is the Soul attracted by the Q- 
riginal Effence which is its yource and Center. 
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There are Two Species of Chains which 
tye the Soul down to this Earth, and cauſe 
her to grow dull and torpid , as if ſhe were 
inebriated with deadly Poiſon, forgetring her 
very Native Faculty of Contemplation.

The Scnle of Touch does often draw the 
Unwary Soul forth from her Faiinefles with- 
in, trepanning her with ſoft Allurements and 
ſly Promiſes of Pleaſure to take the Air o'rh* 
Body. Thus having. got her into the open 
Fietd, an Ambuſcade of Luſts, Concupi- 
{cences, Perturbations, Fears, Cares, Love, 
Joy, Grief, and other Pailions ruſh upon her 
on a ſudden, and rake her Captive, How 
aecellary rherefore 1s it to be always on our 
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Guard, and nor to lull our ſelves in dange- 
rous Security ? Nor ought we to be raſh and 
fool-hardy, in venturing on a Combar ; where 
'tis better ro decline ir, leſt inſtead of victo- 
ry , we betray the Weakneſs of our Arms, 
and Want of Proper Conduct. 

O Perfe# Man | Thou ſeeſt theſe things 
in clearer Light than I ; 'ris not to inform 
thee, that I write , but to confirm my {elf , 
whilſt I colle&t my ſcatter d Thoughts and 
put 'em into Order, If thou ſhalt vouchſafe 
ro ſend me thy Conceptions on this Subject, 
I will revere the bleſſed Diſpatch, as tho it 
were an Oracle. 

In the mean while , may Heaven regard 
thy Innocent Life, and till protect thee from 
the Caſualties that threaten all of Mortal 
Race.

FF is evident, That the French Arms aro 

deſtin'd not to ruſt : One Provocation or 0- 
ther always keeps them in Action. The 
Neighbouring Princes. and States take their 
Furns to affront and injure this Monarch, 
and ſomerimes they ſer upon him all rogether. 
Surely, they Envy and Fear the rifing Fortune 
of France, and therefore ſtrive by Stratagems 
and Force to check irs Growth. 

There having been ſeveral Acts of Hoſti- 
lity done by the Governour of the Spaniſh 
Netherlands, without .any Hopes of a fair 
Redreſs, this Kings found himlſclf oblig'd to. 
declare open War againſt Spain. 

This was done very lately, and at rhe ſame 
time the Duke de Navazlles was ſent with an 
Army into Flanders ; where he ſoon rook the 
Town and Caſtle of Aubeſpine ; the Towns 
of Peſme and Mornais ; the Caſtle of Ojpny, 
with the Towns of Gray and Vezont. 

This laſt is a Place of conſiderable Impor- 
rance, being called'the Gate of Lorrain, and 
the Pottern of the Franche Comte. Whereby 
this M-narch is become actual Maſter of the. 
Baillage of Amont , which comprehends a- 
bove Five Hundred Villages. 

The $p.1niards ſeeing him thus Succeſsful, 
and that they could not by. open — 
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ſtop the courſe of his Victories, rook another 
Method, and ſought ro undermine him by 
_ and Confederacies with ſome of his Sub- 
jects. | 

They had agreed with the Chevalier de 
Rohan , to ſettle on him a Penſion of Eighr 
Thouſand Livres a Year, and to preſent him 
our of Hand , with Five Thouſand Piftoles, 
if he would put them in Poſſeſſion of 2uil- 
lebeuf, a ſtrong Place in the Province of Ner- 
mandy, 

The Chevalier de Rohan had made himſelf 
and them believe, that it was in his Power 
with much Eaſe to perform this : Bur he was 
miſtaken. Some of his Friends ſay, he never 
thoughr of accompliſhing his Bargain , his 
Credit: being roo {mall 1n thar Place ; and 
that he only aim'd ro repair his Fortune, by 
cheating the Spanzards of their Five Thou- 
ſand Pittoles. However , the Plor was dit- 
cover'd to the French King, who has his Spies 
in all Corners of the Kingdom. The un-. 
fortunare Chevalier was ſeizd, and brought 
r9 the Baſtille, and being convicted of 'Trea- 
fon, was condemn to loſe his Head, which 
was accordingly Executed. 

The Marquis of Villars, and the Sicur de 
Pereau, ſufter'd the ſame Puniſhment, as Ac- 
complices in the Treafon. Another French 
Lord of the Party, was Kill'd in defending 
himſelf againft thoſe who were order'd to ar- 
reſt him. Theſe had undertaken to deliver 
other Places of Strength into the Hands of 
the Hollanders who firlt begun the War. 
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Had their Conſpiracy taken Effect, it 
would have been no ditfcul marrer ro corrupt 
other Grandees with the Spaniſh Gold, and 
ſo a Third Part of France might have been 
ſold for a Price not allowable in the Mereats 
of Kings. For it ſeems the Hollanders and 
Spaniards, were upon the Poinr: of making 
their Deſcents in Normandy and Bretagne , 
being invited thereto by the large Promiſes 
of the Perſons before-named, and their Con- 
federates, who made them believe, that a 
yreat Part of the Nobility and Gentry of 
thoſe Provinces wou'd come over to them, 
as ſoon as they ſaw them Landed ; and there 
was no nced to fear any oppoſition from the 
Vulgar, who are bound to follow the Fortune 
of their Lords. Beſides they are always de- 
iirous of Novelry and Change. 

There is fon Pi ſo Abject, Poor and 
Concemptible, as the Pcafantry of France , 
who labour only for others, whullt they can 
hardly ger Bread for themſelves our of all 
their Toil. In a word, they are abſolute 
Slaves to them whoſe Tenants they are, and 
whoſe Lands they farm. They are nor more 
opprefied by the Publick Taxes and Gabels, 
than they are by the Private Impoſitions of 
their Country Lords, beſide the unreatonable 
Demands of the Prieſts, Theſe Sufferings 
diſpole them ro wiſh for any Revolution in 
the Government, from which they might 
hope to receive gentler Uſage. 

"Twas this partly which encourag'd the 
Hollanders and Spaniards to think of invading 

France ; 
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France : Otherwiſe, they had only been upon 


the Defenſive. This King has to do with a 
great many Potent Enemies. The Emperor 
holds .him play. on the Rhine ; the Duke of 
Lorrain gives him Niverhon in his New 
Conquelts on that fide. The. King of Spain 
puts him to a great Expence of Men and Mo- 
ny in Flanders. The Hol/anders infeſt him by 
Sea, and would do by Land, .if they knew 
which way. Yet this Monarch copes with 
'em. all ; baffles their Plors and Intrigues , 
foils their Arms, daily gains Ground ; and 
by a continued Series of Conqueſits, makes 
it apparent , that hy is the only flouriſhing 
Fortune in the 7. 

The K3nz of Sweden had made certain 
Propoſals of Peace between the Emperor, the 
King of France, the King of Spain, the States 
-of Holland, and fome of the Eleforal Princes. 
In order to which, he offcr'd himſelf ro 
become a Mediator between them. He 
ſent his Embaſſadors accordingly, to a Place 
agreed upon by all Parties, as rhe moſt con- 
venient for Conferences of this Nature. $0 
did all the other Princes and States concern'd 
in the War. Bur it ſeems there was a groſs 
Afront pur upon Guillaume de Furſiemberg, 
Plenipotentiary to the .Ele#or of Cologne , by 
the Marquis de Grana , Embatiador to the 
1 

his was deeply reſented at the French 
Courr, as being a Notorious Breach of the 
Law of Narions ; and the King publiſhed 2 
Manifeſto, wherein he charg'd the Emperer 
with 
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with giving Order for this Inſult ; declaring 
alſo, thar unlels due Satisfaction were made, 
he would withdraw his Embaſſadors from the 
Place of Conference, and ſeek Juſtice with 
Sword in Hand. | 

He complain'd to the King of Swedeland 
of this Violence, and enter'd into a cloſe and 
ſtrict League with him. Guſtavus preſently 
recalls his Embaſſadors from the publick 
Meeting , commanding them to proteſt a- 
gainſt the Action of the Marquis de Grans, 
as a Violation of the Civil Laws. The 
French King has done the fame, and all 
Things ſeem to portend a general Diſtraction 
in Europe. w 

Thoſe of rhe Roman Church fight againſt 
one another, as well as they combine againſt 
the Proteſtants, whom they efteem as the 
Common Enemy , and have little beter Re- 
gard for them, than we Myſe/mans have for 
the Perſian K.yſilbaſchi , whom we execrare 
as abominable Herericks. One ſort of Pro- 
teſtants alſo cabal againſt another ; rhe Lu- 
therans hate and perſecure the Calviniſts ; 
which the Latter return with equal Animo- 
firy. Theſe Infdels are caught in the Devil's - 
Snare, where they bite and devour one ano- 
ther. They are in egregious Darknels, rols'd 
about in the Tempeit of Errors. They are 
ſurrounded with Enchantments: Their Guides 
are Sorcerers and Magicians: Hef hasa Hand 
In all their Devices. 

O ye True Believers, lift up your Heads! 
For the Hour is approaching, wherein the 
Ancicnrt 
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Ancient Prophecies muſt be fulfilled 5 Thar 
the Dragon of the Eaſt, ſhall wage War with

This pur the Elefor all in Choler, and 
he wrote a ſharp Letter to the Mareſchal Ti 
renne, threatning him in a furious Manner, 
and bidding him chuſe the Place, where he 
might fight with him in fingle Duel. - Bur 
the Sage Mareſchal retaining his uſual Mode- 
ration, and not at all mov'd at the Palatines, 
Letrer, anſwer'd 1t in theſe or the like Terms; 
That the Proceedings of the Engliſh Regiments; 
were without bis Order or Approbation ; That 
be was infinitely troubled at the Violences whic!, 
bad been committed ; and that the chief Ans 
thors had been puniſh'd : Nevertheleſs, he could 
not but Declare, That the cruel Treatment which 
the Engliſh had met with, had fo exaſperated 
their Companions, that it was no wonder to fee 
them execute their Revenge even on the wry 
Inanimate Things, And that in the firſ! heat 
and tranſport of their Fury , they had no! le7- 


ſure to examine whe were guilty and who not. 


He added likewiſe, That if the Poſt which the 
King his Maſter had appointed him, would per- 
mit him ro accept of his Challenge, he would not 
refuſe it, counting it an Honour to meaſure his 
Arms with thoſe of ſo Illaftrious a Prince - 
But that as things were , he deſir'd to be ex- 
cnsd, 
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In former Days fach an Anſwer as this, 
would have been taken for an Argument of 
Cowardiſe, in a Man profeſſing Arms. There 
was nothing more common among thele Iz;- 
fidels, than to decide rheir private Controver- 
fies, Grudges and Quarrels by the Sword ; 
and their Laws allow'd ir. It any Man had 
accus'd another wrongfully, or had done him 
any other injury, he did not run preſently ro 
the Cadi's or Lawyers for Redreſs, bur had 
Recourlſe ro his Arms : And whoſoever pot 
the Victory , his Cauſe was pronounc'd juſt, 
Bur fince the Commerce which has been e- 
{tabliſh'd between the Moſe/mans and the 
Nazqrens, theſe later have learned to forſake 
ſo impious a Practice, being aſham'd that the 
Followers of Mahomet, whom they call Infi- 
deis, ſhou'd ouritrip rhem in the Peaceable- 
neſs of rheir Temper, a Vertue ſo earneſtly 
recommended to rhe Practice of all Chri- 
ſtians by Fe/us the Sou of Mary. Belides, they 
have found rhe inconvenience of thele private 
Combats, and they are generally forbidden 
now in molt Countries of Europe. This is 
owing to the Examples of rhe Mzſc/mans, 
whole Anger againit cach other ſcarce ever 
proceeds to contumelipus Words, much leſs 
to Blows, or any Attempr upon Life. For 
when a Diſpute ariſes berween Two True 
Believers, and they become never (lo little 
portant thereupon , tis bur for a Third 

erſon, one of the Faithful , to interpole 
himſelf, and reproach them with. violating 
the Laws of the Prophet, and the Honour of 
their 
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their Profeſſion, and they immediately are” 
made Friends again. Such Magick there is 
in the Force of theſe Words; Fie, Fie | What ? 
Moſel/mans, and Duarrel 2 The uſual Repri- 
mand of the By-Standers. Which 1s an evi- 
dent Argumenr, Thar our Holy Religion has a 
greater . Infivence on the Hearts and Con- 
ſciences of thoſe that profels it, than has chat 
of the Nazarens, For whillt theſe prerend to 
believe and. honour the Meſſias as their Law- 
giver, they diſobey him in their daily Pra- 
Ctice, and lo give the Lye to their Faith, diſ- 
covering that it has no Efficacy on their Mo- 
rals. Doubtleſs, the Mcſſias was Holy, Chaſt, 
Peaceable , Humble and Harmleſs. But it 1s 
race to tind any of theſe Virtues amopg' his 
Followers. He bid them rerurn Good for E=- 
vil, Bleſſings for Curſes, and to ſuffer all Inju- 
ries patiently, after hs Example ; but they 
invert the Order of his Preceprs, and read 
them backward, as they ſay Witches do the 
Paſter-noſter. 

When Fuas came to Seize him in the Gar- 
den of Geth/emani, with a Train of Officers 
and Ruffians, one of Feſus's Retinue drew 
his Whinnier , and cur off an Ear from the 
Servant of the High Prieſt. Burt the Son of 
Mary was lo far nn commending his Zeal 
in this, that he bid him put up his Sword, tel- 
ling kim withal , That wheſoever draws the 
Sword, ſhall periſh by the Sword.

For it will not 
be amiſsto ler thee know the Particular Cir- 
cumftances of rhis Combat, the good Con- 
duct of the. French Generals, as alſo their 
Overfights and Errors: That thou mayſt 
make a right uſe'of ſuch Examples, in the 
Difficulties which may environ. thee through 
the Chance of War. 

On the Ninth of this Inſtant Moon, the 
Confederate Forces amounting to Sixty Thous 
ſand Men, march'd with their Left Wing ro 
a Place call'd Arken, and rheir Righr ro the 
Foreſt of Buſſeray, where they encamp(4, 
having before them- a Village call'd Senef , 
firnared in Brabant. They tarried there on 
the Tenth Day, and next Morning parted 
from thence, Marching in Three Lines , 
counting the Baggage. for One. Whilſt the 
Prince de Vaudemont commanded a Body 
of Six Thouſand Spaniſh Horſe, ro cover 
their March, and to skirmiſh with the French, 
it there ſhou'd be occation , 'till the- whole 
Army were in Order,

As: ſoon as the Prince of Conde was adver- 
tis d of theſe Motions, he was reſoly'd to 
take Advantage of their neceſſity , and to. 
attack them, before they could poflibly ger 
rogether into a Body capable of ſuſtaining 
the Shock of the French Army , which was 
cloſely embattel'd. To this End he caus'd 
one Part of the Arm 


Cannon, to paſs the

Morions, Another part he poſted in a deep 
Valley , where the Confederates could not 
perceive them: And that nothing might be 


wanting to his full Information of their Ad» +: 
vances, he caus'd: the Mareſchal of the Camp, 
with a conſiderable Derachment , to gain a | 


certain Hilt, from whence lying under rhe 
Covert of thick Woods, he might atrend e- 
very Step of the Enemy, without being dif- 
covered himſelf. 

When the Prince had made all rhaſe Pre- 
parations, he ſent the Marquiſs de Rannes, and 
the Chevalier de Tilladet , with the Dragoons 
under their Command , to affaulr the Con» 
tederates nor far from Senef. This was per- 
farm'd with to much Vigor, that they drove 
them into the Village, with no little Slaugh- 
ter of the Spaniards : Bur nor ſatisfied with 
this, they artacqu'd them in the Village it 
felf ; and after a long and bloody Conflit, 
be French beat 'em. thence alſo , purſuing 

into the Plain ; trill ar laſt both the 
whole Armies were engag'd pel/-mel. Then 

was the Fight Cruel and Fierce, the Gn 
| © 
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of both ſides behaving themſelves with ſur- 

afling Bravery, and the Souldiers nor ſhrink- 
ing from their Valiant Leaders. Bur Forrune 
favour'd the French, who before they quitted 
the Plain, became Maſters of all the Hol- 
landers Baggage, Ammunition, Powder and 
Mony which they brought with them to pay 
the Army. Then the Prince of Conde chac'd 
them into the Village of Dyfay, where the 
Confederates retrench'd themſelves under the 
Covert of a Caſtle , and a ftrong Church. 
Bur that Active General would not ſuffer 
them ro reſt long there ; he ſer upon them 
on all Hands ſo furiouſly , that they were 
forced to abandon the Place , and enter rhe 
Plain the Second Time. "The Batrel had 
now laſted Five Hours , and great was the 
Slaughter on both Sides. The French took 
almoſt Four Thouſand Priſoners, and kill'd 
as many upon the Spor, beſides thoſe thar 
they lefr wounded. Which ſo weaken'd and 
diſcourag'd the Confederates, Thar the nexr 
Day they. retir'd , and left the French Mas» - 
ſters of the Field. | 

Now [ will tell thee, That had the Prince 
of Conde been contented with his Firſt Vi- 
ory ar Senef, he had fav'd abundance of 
French Blood. For, in that Fight, the Con- 
Federates loſt above Two Thoufand Men, 
and the French ſcarce a Hundred,-. Bur the 
Fieryneſs of his Temper, carried him beyond 
his Judgment, to;purſue them into difficult 
Places. So that in the winding up of the 
Marrer, though the Victory was his, it coſt 
tim 
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him above Fifreen Hundred Lives of his 
Souldiers, which might have been as 
well ſpard, and his Honour remain'd the 
ſame. |

The one put a Man in danger of the In-

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lcys or ſome worſe Slavery in the Mines of 
Peru, On whomſoever the Viceroy or his 
Officers caſt an ill Eye, that Perſon was ſure 
to be ruin'd, if he did nor make his Eſcape, 
or preſent his Enemy with the Value per- 
haps of half his Wealth 3 and he mult rake 
it as a Fayour too, that they wou'd com- 
pound at ſuch eafie Rares. For, theſe greedy 
Harpies are {eldom contented with leis than 
all a Man has.

The Prince of Conde, once in Company 
with ſome of the Grandees, and _—y a

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Compariſon berween rhe Mareſcha/s Feuilade 
and Vivorne , he (aid, that Femw//ade got his 
Honour by the Sword , and Vivonne by the 
Seabbard, refleCting therebv on his Siſter. 

It was not the Firſt Time thar Prince usd 
the Liberry of his Tongue in affronting Peo- 
ple ; he was always daring and bold in 
luch Caſes. When he was Young, and tra- 
velling through Picardy, he was to paſs by a 
certain Convent or Religious Houſe. on the 
Road, where the Szperiour with all his Der- 
viches came our ro meer him, and ro pay 


him the Ceremonies and Acknowledgments 


due to his Quality. The Super:our was ma» 
king a long Elaborate Harangue, in Compli- 
ment to the Prince, when he all in Frolick 
call'd aloud to know what a Clock it was. 
The poor Derviches ftriving who ſhould moſt 
readily farisfie him, cry'd our all together, I: 
is Mid-day, My Lord ; when he made them 
this wild Anſwer, Then get you all gone, and 
make an end of your Speech to the Devil by 
Midnight 3 for I'll bear no more of your Long- 
winded Flattery. 

Thou wilt ſay, This was an odd ſort of 
Expreſſion in a Prince : Bur ic muft be im- 
puted ro the Fieryneſs of his Conſtirurion, 
which in his Youth ſpurrd him on to a 
Thouſand Extravagancies. He * corrected 
theſe in Time, ana inſtead of ſuch vain 
Pranks and Flaſhes of his Sparkling Nature, 
he grew inflam'd with Noble Ardours for his 
King and Country. He was commonly call'd 
the French Lion and Mars, being eſteemed 

the 
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the Boldeſt Man in the Kingdom. Mareſchat 
Turenne, who was no Stranger to his Ge- 
nius, us'd ro fay, That ſince the Brave Hora- 
tins Curtius, there never was a Man born of 
Woman fo full of Fire and Spirit as the Prince 
of Conde. 

Yet, which is more to be admir'd , that 
Two ſuch Qualities ſhould meer in rhe ſame 
Genius, he is a great Stateſman, as well as a 
Valiant Souldier. He has a prodigious Aim 
" at the Good or Ill Succeſs of Enterprizes, 
And his Counlels are generally Fortunate. 

As theſe Accompliſhments have render'd 
him beloved by the Generality of the French 
Nation ; fo his Inconitancy and ſiding wirh 
different Factions, have made him ſuſpected 
both by the Court and the Parliaments. All 
Sides are ſhy of him, and relerv'd in their 
Addreſſes. .Tho he has done Services enough 
one would think , ro efface the Memory of 
his former Failings ; yer the Civilities he re- 
ceives from the Kzng, are only the faint 
Sprinklings of Court-Holyz-ater. So hard a 
Thing it 1s for an Eminent Perſon to recover the 
Eſteem which he has once loſt by making falſe 
Steps. 
his Monarch is obſerv'd to be very Con- 
ſtant to thoſe he Loves, never putting to 
Death any of his Favourites, tho he has often 
caus'd them to be Arreſted. He is very At- 
fable, and of no difficult Acceſs : Civil and 
Courxeous to the Pooreſt People, rerurning 
the Salutes of his Subjects with much Con-

again by ſuch renown'd Exploits, as may be 
anſwerable to the Greatneſs of - bs Soul,” and: 
the Formidable Puifſance of his Sword, known 
to all Europe. | 
He has' many and great Armies in Pay ; 
and whether -ir be an Effet' of his-Fortune, 
or his Judgment, 'tis obſerv'd, -that/he is al-" 
ways bleſs'd with the Ableſt Generals in Chri-- 
ſlendom. "1 
Fhe Firſt Thing he enterpriz'd was the 
Yiege -of Valenciennes, a- Ciry ſeated. bn the 
Frontiers of rhe Spaniſh Ketherlands ; a very 
important Place ;- and conſiderable : for. its 
Commeree ;-inhabired alſo by a Stour, 'War-.. 
like People ;- and of very difficulr Acceſs, by. 
F 4 realon 
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reaſon of a certain River, with whoſe Wa. 
ters they can at Pleaſure drown all the Coun. 
try round about. Ir was inveſted by the 
Duke of Luxemburg on the 28th of rhe 2d 
Mon, and formally befieg'd on the 4th of the 
3d. On the 17th there was a General A. 
{aulr given, and the French enter'd the Town,; 
which fo territied the Inhabirants, that they 
threw themſelves upon the King's Mercy, 
He eccepred their Submifſions, and fo pnt a 
Stop to the common Violence in ſuch Caſes. 

Another Time this had been enough to 
have Crown'd a whole Campazgn, and ſau 
fyd the Ambition of - the French Generals ; 
bue now, the Remembrance of laſt Year's 
Loſs and Difgrace, ſpurs them on to New Re- 
venges: And ro convince the World that this 
Monarch is not eaſlly to be daumed, bur that 
he is jealous of his Glory, he has, ſince the 
Taking of Valcrciennes, belicgd two Strong 
Ciries, Cambray and St. Omers. 

The Former of theſe, 1s efteem'd one of 
the ſtrongeſt Places in all Flanders ; it is fi- 
tuared on the River Eſcant, and was the An- 
cient Patrimony of the French Crown, ever 
fince the Reign of Clodion II. King of France, 
who made himſelf Maſter of it in the Year. 

45 of the Chriſtians Hegira, Afterwards it 
af ro the Share of Charles the Bald, in the 
Year 843 ; and in the Year $70, it became 
the Occation of a War berween the Kzngs of 
France, the Emperors, and the Counts of. Flats 
ders. In which Conteſt, one of the Ba/dwins 
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over-reach'd him ; and, by Means of the Bj- 
fhrop's Correſpondence, took Poffefion of the 
Place.

Count of Flanders, in the Year 1592. Put 1n 
the Year 1595. the Spaniards took 1t, anfl 
have held it ever ſince, rill the 6th of rhe 4th 
Moor' of this preſent Year ; when the Gares 
were ſet open, .to let in the French Troops 3; 
and the x7rth, the Cirradel was furrender'd 
upon Articles. 

As for St. Omers, it is a Great City, and 
well fortified ; having on One Side rhe River 
Aa, with its Marifhes ; and on the Orher, 
being defended by a Caftle, flark'd with 
good Baftions, and encompaſs'd with an ex- 
tream broad and deep Dirch. Abour the Be- 
ginning of this Mson it was invefted by the 
French King's Forces, and within thre? or 
four Days it was formally Beſieg'd, bur nor 
gain'd without a Bloody Combar, fought be- 
tween the French and the Prince of Orange, 
who came with a Conliderable- Army; de- 
. ligning ro throw Succours into the Place. I 
wil not. trouble thee, by Reciring all the Par- 
ticulars of the Fight ; only be- aflur'd, rhar 
the French got the Vivory, pur the Others to 
Flight, remam'd Maſters oft the Field, rook 
Thirrecn Pieces of Cannon, Seventcen Stan- 
dards, all the Enemy's Baggage, and almoſt 
I bree Thouſand Priſoners. 
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The Stage of this great Action was a Place 
call'd Mont-Caſſel, nor far from $t. Omers ; A 
Spot of Ground obſery'd ro have once before 
been Propitious to the. French Arms, when 
Philip of Valois fought there with the Spaniard, 
and gave 'em an entire Defeat. He was tec. 
kon'd the Valianteſt Prince of that Age. 

The Inhabitants of Sr. Omers hearing of 
the Defeat that was given to the Prince of 
Orange, were in ſo great a Conſternation, 
,that in few Days they yoluntarily ſurrender 
ro the French Kzng. | 

Huſftrious Kaimacham, this Puiſſant Mc- 
narch takes ſuch Wiſe Methods, as thou wilt 
fay, cannot fail in the Ordinary Courſe of 
War, to bring him Succeſs. He is an Excel- 
lent Pay-maſter ; and never gives Occaſion 
for his Soldiers to Repine or Murmur fox 
want of their Daily Allowance, nor puts 
them upon impatient Expectations of heir 
Arrears.

after the Building of;Rome, and in_the Year 
of the Z/orld 3628, on the 6th Day of the 
Moon Loo, or Hecatombeon, according to the 
Style of the Grecians, The ſame Night was 
rhe Temple of Diana at Epbefus ſer on Fire. 
And on the fame Day two Eagles came and 
pearch'd on the Top of his Fathers Houke, 
where they fat all the Day z which was tz» 
ken as an Omen of the Double Empire he was 
to have over Enrope and ſta. 

Philip King of Macedon and Husband 18 
O!lympias, was the Repured Father of Alexar 
der, as ſhe was his Known Mother.

Theſe Reports were ſo common art that 
Time, That Alexander afterwards hearing | 
the Story of his ſuppos'd Serpentine Genealog y, 
and rhar other of Ne&anebus in the Maſk uc- 
rade of a God': When he' march'd through 
Ezxypt, took Advamage'of the latter, ro im- 
poſe upon the Creduliry and Superflition of 
his Soldiers. For being ro paſs by the Templ# 
of *Fupiter Ammon, he made a Halr to vitic 
the Oracle. Bur he had privately fent before

Thenthe told the Inquiſitive 
Damfcl, what had. happen'd to him im.the 
Field, As ſoon as ſhe heard this,:being well 
vers'd in theſe Myſterious and Prophetic Sciv 
ences, ſhe rold him, That he ſbiuld be made's 
King. And to confirta him in- the Belief: of 
what ſhe ſaid, (he promis'd ro become his 
Wite, that fo ſhe might be: Partner of his Fas 
ture. Happinels. In a Word, -they . were 
Married ; and ſoon after, there aroſe a Strife 
among the Phrygiaxs, which was like to prove 
of dangerous nlequence, Therefore the 
Pcople Confulred the Oracle, Hat was to be 
dee in this Caſe, to prevent the publick, Deſola- 
tron ? 
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1100) Ir was anſwerd, That" the' only Remedy 
for theſs Difeords was, to ohuſe them a King. 
And when they "ask'd, MHhat Perſon they 
ſhould chuſe to this Dignity 2 It was anſ{wer'd 
again, That they ſhould Ble# that Man for their 
King, whom they firft- met with a Wagon, as 
they went thence to the Temple bf re Gore 
dins prov'd the Man, and they 'ebey'd- rhe 
Oracle, ſaluring him as their Sovereipm. Gore 
dius, as a Memorial of this Evenr, fer up his 
Wain in the Temple of Jupiter, confecrating 
it to the Royal Majeſty. 

After him his Son Midas Reign'd, who fil- 
led: Phrypia with Religious Obſetvarions. 
Whence aroſe the Common Oracle, That whe: 
ſeever ſhould looſe the Knot of the Thongs in'the 
Wa Jo of Gordius, ſhould obtain the Empire of 
al Ala. 

Alexander hearing this, and being ſpurr'd 
on by Ambition, Belieges Gordia ; and having 
taken the City; makes haſte to the Temple of 
Jupiter, 'where he: underſtood the Yapon was 
laid up. As' ſoon as he ſaw ir, he rryd ro 
find our the Ends of the Thongs, that ſo he 
might loole' the Knor. Bur perceiving thar 
ir. was impoſſible ro come at them without 
uling Violence, he interpreted the Oracle in 
the Senſe of a Soldier; 'and cut rhe outermoſt 
Foldings of the Kinor/ with his Sword.” Upon 
which all'the Ends of the Thongs appear'd, 
and fo he: eafily perform'd rhe Faral Task. 

Yer this: Herorck Prophet, as he had Great 
Virtues, {o-had he no- Le(s Vices. He was

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Friends ; Killing Caranus his Brother byia 
Step-Mother ; Clitus his old dear Friend; 
Parmente, | Philotas, Aryntas, Attalus, Euros 
chus, Pauſanias, and many other Macedonian 
Princes, ſome of which were of his own 
Blood.. Add to this, his barbarous Uſage of 
Caliſthenes the Phileſopher, who- was 'brought 
up- with 'him 'under Ariftot/e;- This! poor 

nfortunate Man refuſing to flatter the 
King's Pride in calling him a Ged; ſo dilguſt- 
ed Alexander, that feigning himſelf very An- 
gry, he charg'd him with being Acceſlary ro 
the Plots and Ceorfpiracies thar were formed 
againſt him. } Then he caus'd all his Limbs 
ro. be mangl'd and chopd, 'after an inhumiaii 
Faſhion. fie commanded- alſo his Ears, Noſe, 


and Lips, to be cur off ; which not only gave 


the Poor Wretch infinite Torment, bur alfo 
render'd him a molt Deform'd and Milera- 
ble SpeCtacle ro others. And to compleat 
his Revenge,: be caus'd him in this Doleful 
Plight ro be thut up in a Cage wuh a-Dog;

LETTER IL 


To Moſu Abul Yahyan, Profeſſor 
of Philoſophy at Fez. 


Received thy Venerable Diſpatch 'with 
great Satisfaction, and am glad to find 
thou art ſo far from being tir'd with what I 


that thou challengeſt me with a Promile [ 
formerly made thee, of giving thee a farther 
Account of whar I have obſerved there molt 
remarkable. 

In deſcribing this Imperial City, I have 
imitated the Painters, who when they woud 
draw a Beauty to the Life, do not go Arith 
metically ro work, or obſerve any Order in 
their rough Draughts. Burt following the 
Conduct of a wild and ſtrong Fancy, they 
daſh their Pencil here and there, as that Vo- 
latile Faculry inſpires 'em ; regarding only the 
Symmetry of rhe Picture, withour preferring 
one Parr to another, or being curious in de- 
lineating every little Singulariry. So I in 
pourtraying this Queen of Cities, this ſuper- 
lative Beauty of the whole Earth, draw my 
Strokes at Random ; nor deſigning to 
ſent thee with an Anatomy-LeRure oyer her, 
or to unveil all her interior Secrets: Bur only 
to give thee a tranſient View of thoſe Parts 


which appear moſt Eminent, and _— the 
yes 
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have: already ſaid concerning Conſtantinople, Þ 
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Eyes of all Travellers. And this I do not 
form all at once (*rwere too great a Task) 
r.even like them, by Fits and Starts, as I 
find my Opportuniries. 
..- I have hitherto preſented thee with a Pro- 
ſpe&t of very magnificent and curious Ob. - 
jets; as Temples, Moſques, Aquedudts, 
Columns, Obelisks, Bazars, &5c. ow pre- 
pare thine Eyes for an Entertamment of ano- 
ther Nature. I will ſhew thee Things, though 
perhaps nor ſo illuſtrious ro onrward Appear- 
ance, or ſtrutting with Royal Grandure, yer 
ſufficiently Great and Splendid ro perpetuate 
the Memory of the Founders, and to- con- 
vey their Fame to all Generations. Things 
alſo of publick Uſe and Service ; Deſigns of 
Charity, Policy, and generous Wiſdom ; Un- 
dertakings of a Noble and Heroick Chara- 
Rer, as thou wilt. perceive by the following 
Accaunt.. | 
No Traveller can furvey the Streers of 
Conſtantinople, and not have his Eyes arreſted 
here and Jars by moſt-capacious and ample 
Carvanſera's where all diitrefſed Foreigners, 
and ſuch as are deſtiture of a more convehni- 
ent Lodging, may in-any of theſe tind a Shel- 
ter and Sanctuary from the Injuries of open 
Air, from Night-Robbers, and other Incon- 
veniencies; Theſe Carvanſera's are in num- 
ber Three Hundred and Three, builr ar the 
Expences of O:toman Princes and Baſlia's. 
There are alſo.xn this City Ninery Hoſpi- 
rals, where-:the Poor are nouriſhed, and rhe 
Sick amended with exiraorginary Piery and 
Care, Beſides 
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'Befides all theſe, there are Five Collepes, 
where the Sciences are publickly profeſs'd 
and rauvghc, and where a certain Number of 
Young Men are educated and mainrained-at 
the 'Grand S:ipnior's 'Colt,' being conftant Sti. 
pendaries to the Stan. There are many'fuch 
Colleges ſcatrer'd up and down Caramania, 
Natolia, and throughout Greece and the Le/+ 
ſer Afia. So' that the Number of Students /in 
rheſe Countries is compured to be above-Nine 


 Fhoufand ;'nor reckoning / thoſe in '#rabia, 


Syria, and" Egypt, where flouriſh innumerable 
Seminaries of Divine and Human Wiſdom. 
Bur ro- return ro Conſtantinople, the- next 
Thing worthy of Obſervarion 1s the Serayan, 
or Houſe of Equipages, where are made all 
ſorts of -Trappings for Horſes, eſpecially 'Sa& 
dles of inwmen(fe Colt, and admirable Work 
manſhip. This Place is alſo' environ'd with 
high Walls, and ſhut in with ſtrong” Gates. 
There cannot be a more agreeable-Sight to 
fuch as rake Pleaſure in Horſes and Riding, 
rhan to ſee Four Thouſand Men here daity 
ar Work in their Shops; each ſtriving 'to ex- 
cel. rhe \reſt in the Curiofiry of his Arrihce. 
You ſhall ſee one bufie 'in/ ſpangling'a Sad- 
dle' with great Oriental Pearls, and Unions 
mrermix'd, for ſome Arabian Hotſe, belong- 
ing, perhaps, to the Vizir 4Azem. Anothet"fit- 
ring a 'Curb.or Bir of the. pureſt Gold ro a 


Bridle of moſt precious' Ruſſian "Leather ; 
ſome ' adorn their Tra _ with - choice 
Phrygian Wark, others with Diamonds, Ru- 


bies, and the moſt coltly Fewels bf the _ 
na 
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In a Word, there is fo illuſtrious a Variety of 
theſe Accoutrementrs, that the Eye 1s aftoniſh'd 
at the ſight of them : And I have heard many 
Travellers acknowledge, That the like is nor 
to be ſeen in any City of the World befide 
Conſtantinople. 1 know not what may be in 
your Cities of Morocco and: Fez, /in regard the 
Moors are great Cavaliers. 

There are, moreover, rwo other Places in 
the Ciry, encompals'd with peculiar Walls. 
In thele the Fainzaries are polted, who are 
the Guards du Corps to the. Grand Signior. 
They are under the Command of Decurions, 
without whole Leave no Fanizary dare ſct a 
Foot our of the Place. 

Next is the Arſenal of the Ciry, builr on 
the Sea-ſhore, containing a Hundred and 
Eighty Arches, under which are very elegant 
Portico's or Piazza's, Where People walk. 
There are above Forty Thouſand Men daily 
ar Work in this Arſena! ; and Eighty grezt 
Gallies lie there always in Readineſs for any 
{udden Expedition. 

Beſides, there is another in the Suburbs, 
wherein there always lie a Hundred and Fits 
ty great Gallies om the Stocks ; and Sixty, 
hrted up wita al Neceflaries, conſtantly lie 
in the Water. 

The Granaries or Store-Houfes for Corn 
preſent themſelves next. They are builr in 
a Corner of the Ciry toward Pera, where 
the Walls are far ftronger than in any other 
Parr, and the Gares are of Iron. Here is al-

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and Barly, as alſo of other Grain, as if it were 
to ſerve for many Years. Yer 'tis changed 
for new Corn every Three Years. . 

ſay, That in the Reign of Anuwrat- HL there 
was an incredible Abundance of. Milet found 
there, whoſe Verrue was-much admired;-in 
that it had lain there Eighty Years ſound and 
free from any Corruprtion. 

I have purpoſely omitred ro ſpeak of the 
rwo Royal Serails, fince the leaſt of rhem will 
require a large Letter by ir ſelf, ro be deſcri- 
bed exactly. - Only this I will ſay in.ſhorr, 
Thar the leaſt is a French League in Circuir, 
or Three Italian Miles; and the biggeſt, 
wherein the Grand $:2nior. dwells is a League 
and two Thirds or Five Italian Miles. The 
former is called E/chy Saray, or the Old Palace; 
the latter is-nam'd Bryuch Saray, or the Great 
Seraz/. If thou defireſt a farther and more 
particular Deſcripriqn of theſe Royal Courts,

it will be rgo large for one. 

In the mean Time I muft nor forger rhe 
Moſch of Fub, where our Sultans receive the 
Sword when they. firſt come to the Crown. 
This 1s a Building of great Antiquity, ſeated 
in the fartheit Angle of rhe Ciry near the 
Haven.

As you paſs from this Place, ir is impoſſe- 
ble tro avoid the fight of a Pillar, which 
ſhoots up from the Top of a Rock art ſome 
diſtance from the Ciry. This Column is-all 
of White Marble, and was erected by C. 
Pompey as a Monument of his Victory over 
Mithridates the King of Pontus, On this fide 
of the Ciry rhere is nothing hardly ro be-ſeen 
for eighr Miles togerher, bur Houſes built 
for Pleaſure and Delight, with meft'beauriful 
Groves and Gardens. =D 

Over againſt the Ciry ſtands Pera, an Arm 
of the Sea coming berween them. This 
Suburb or Borough is inhabired chiefly by 
Grecians and Weſtern Franks. . 

Round abaur this Suburb are many pretry 
Country Houſes, Farms, and Granges, mott 
deliciouſly ſeated in the midft of high Tufts 
of Trees, with Green Fields, and Crylitat 
Streams adjoining to rhem. Where the Em- 
baſfadors of Foreign Princes make their Abode 
lomertimes.

My Deſign: is alrogether at Conſtantinople. 
Therefore having ſarvey'd Pera, which is al- 
lo call'd Galata, ler us crofs- the Water, and - 
return again to the Mother-City ; that we 
may know what manner of Government 
H 2 there 
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there is in it, and how the Laws -are exe- 
cuted. 

The Chief Magiſtrate is called Stambo/- 
Eadiſi, or Fudge of Conflantianple, Before him 
are pleaded all Cauſes, both Criminal -and 
Civil. He has four Deputies under him, who 
ſeparately govern the four chief Precincts of 
the Ciry. There is likewiſe an Officer, cal- 
led Sabaſſi, whole Bulineſs is to rake Copni- 
zZance of every -ones Crime thar is ſeifed in 
the Streets or Houſes, and to refer it to the 
Supreme Vizir. He has allo four Deputies 
under him, and all Men are bound to afliſt 
him in Caſe of Difficulty. 

The Common Priſon of Conſtantinople is 
divided into two Parts, the Upper and the 
Lower. The Upper is only for Civil Offen- 
ces, and has an airy Green Court in the mid- 
dle of it, with a Fountain conrinually ſpout- 
ing up Water ; which fomerhing diminiſhes 
the Squalidneſs of the Place. The Lower is 
for Capital Crimes, and is a very fink of 
Horror and Loathſomnels. | 

Fhwer of Philoſophers, I pray God who gave 
us our Senſes, always grant 'em agreeable 
Objects, and defend us from all noiſome 
Scents, eſpccially from the Peſtilenrial Fumes 
of Hell, which, they ſay, at certain Times 
tranſpire through the Chinks and Crannies of 
rhe Earth, infecting this upper World with 
deplorable Contagions.

Þ Very Year the French gain Ground of 
their Enemies : They make proſperous 
Campaigns, and always come oft Conque- 
rors. 

In the Beginning of the 3d Moon the Kg 
cauſed Ghaunt ro be Beſfieged by the Mare/- 
chal d' Humicrs. This Ciry is the Capital of 
all Flanders, and is divided into ſeveral Quar- 
ters or Iſles; ſo is the Country round abour 
it, by certain Rivers and Channels, which 
render it of extreme difficutt Acceſs, and 
ſpoils all Communication. Ir is- one of the 
greateſt Cities in Europe, and is defended by 
a Counterſcarp, a large Dirch, good Ram- 

arts, and many: Baſtions. The Inhabirants 

aſt that it- was Founded by Fulis Ceſar. 
They have been - able to raife an Army of 
Fifry Thouſand | Men among themlelves 
whenever they have been inclin'd ro Revolt 
from their Soveraign. Yet they could not 
hold out above Ten Days againſt the preſenr 
Arms of France ; but ſeeing the Vigor with 
which they were atrack'd on all fides, and 
deſpairing of any Succors, they Surrender'd 
on Arrticles, y We 

Next to this, the City of Tpres was Sur- 
render'd ro them'on the 25th of the:ſame 
H 3 Moon, 
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Moon, after a Siege of Eight Days. This is 
another conſiderable Ciry in Flanders. 

Nor have the French Arms been Unſucceſſ. 
ful in Catalonia under the Command of the 
Duke de Navailles. This General having Ta- 
ken Puicerda the Capiral Ciry of thar Pro- 
vince, and a Place -of great fra being 
teated- on the Top of the Pyrenean Moun- 
rains, and defended by a Caſtle built on'a 
Rock, The Prince of Conde won it in the 
Year 1654. Burt it was afterwards reſtor'd 
to: the Spaniards again by the Treaty of the 
Pyrene”s ; who Fortified it a-new with all the 
Modern Forms. - This Ciry has under its 
Coramand above Eighty Villages, and draws 
Contributions from all the Province of Cer- 
daigne. It ſecures the Poſleflion of Rewſiillon, 
covers the ' Frontiers of Languedoc, and is 
eſteem'd ſecond only to Barcelona, of all the 
Cities in theſe Parts. 

From Germany and the Provinces borderin 
on the Rhine, Fame tranſports hither ſuccel- 
five Relations of ;Battels fought between the 
French and the Imperiali#ts, wherein the for- 
mer always pet the Vidtory. The Mareſchal 
de Crequy engag'd with him firſt near Grotqan 
ghen, where the Prince of Baden and Forty 
Officers of Note were Wounded on the Ene- 
mies ſide : The Count of Liqueulle, a Com- 
mander under the Duke of Lorrain, with ma- 
ny. others, were Taken Priſoners : The 
French Took from them a great Number of 
Standards, Kill'd Abundance of their Men, 
and.in fine, remain'd Maſters of the Field. 
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No leſs Advantage had they in the 7th 
Moon, on the Plains -of Rbeingfeldt, near the 
River Rhine. Where they Killed above 800 
Imperialifs upon the Sport ; and the Bridge of 
Rheinsfeldt was ſo cramm'd with Dead Bo- 
dies, that they ſerv'd as a Barrier to ſtop the 
French from purſuing rheir Victory to rhe 
Gares of the Giry. 

The Mareſchal..de Crequy alfo defeated a 
Body of 6000 Horle and Dragoons, Com- 
manded by the Duke of Lorrain, near. to 
Offembourg, which was followed by the Ta- 
king of Ortambourg Caſtle, and the Fort of 
Kell, which the Mareſcha! raz'd to the 
Ground: He Took alfo the Fort of Jolbau- 
flen.; and encountring the. Duke of Lorraine 
near a Place called Lanterbonrg, he fer upon 
him, and Kill'd 460 of his Men as they were 
pafling a Bridge of the Rhine, and Took 300 
riſoners, 


If they go on at this Rate Year after Year, 
it will be difficult to ſer the Limits of their 
continually growing Empire. Ohly we need 
not fear thar they: will ever-be able ro jnſtle 
the Fazthful Oſmans out of the Parrimony ap- 
pointed rhem by Deſtiny.

| Hope thon' wilt pardon me, moſt Illuſtri- 

ous Miniſter, that I have thus long delay'd 
tO give thee a farther Account of the States 
of Enrope : But now I will Reg and; 
according ro thy Command, begin where I 
lefr off.” 

Having already difcours'd of Germany, I . 
will deſcend into rhe Netherlands ; Which is 
as Natural, as for a Man that has Survey'd 
the _ Town of Buda, or any other City 
ſeated like thar, to fall into the Lower. For 
to the Netherlands ſeem to be a Kind of Our- 
lying Borough, near the Suburb, to the German 
Emprre. 

They are call'd the Netherlands, by Reaſon 
of their Low Situation, near the Sea : Which 
makes the Country appear like a Mariſh, or 
| Moor, 
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Moor. They contain Seventeen Provinces ; 
Ten whereof are under the Juriſdidtion of 
the King of Spain ; The other Seven make 
up a Diſtinct and Independent Republick, 
among themſelves. 

The Circumference of the Sevemeen 


Provinces, is a Thouſand Italian Miles: 


And within that Compals, there are Two 
Hundred Walld Towns and Ciries; an 
Hundred and Fifty. other Places, which 
enjoy the ſame. Privileges and Power as 
the Former : And there are Six Thouſand 
Villages. 

In the Time of Fulzus Ceſar, this Tract of 
Ground was call'd Belgick-Gau! by the Ro- 
mans. It was Inhabired by a Warlike Peb- 
ple, impatient of Servitnde, and Stout Af- 
ertors of their Native Liberty ; as the ſame 
Ceſar found by Experience, when he Warr'd 
among them. Nay, and. fince- that Time, 
the Muſſulmans themſelves have felt. their Va- 
lour. Wineſs the Famous Expedition of 
Godfrey of Bullen, ro recover the Holy-Land, 
out of the Hands of the Saracens: And that 
other of Baldwin the Fleming. who made 
himſelf Maſter of Conſtantinople, and the Gre- 
cian Empire, 

The Ancient. Remans us'd to ſay, That the 
Gauls fought for their Liberty ; the Germans 
for Booty ; and the Dutch for Glory and Ho- 
nour. Hence ir came to. pals, that the Roman 
Emperors m thoſe Days, had always a Select 
Guard about cheir Perſons, choſen our of 
theſe Provinces, Allo the Hollanders and Friz- 
| lanaers 
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landers wete' call'd the Friends and Afdociates 
of rhe Romans. 

Bur; tho' theſe Provinces formerly had each 
a diſtinct Sovereign, with a Peculiar Govern- 
ment, and Laws ; yet, afterwards, they were 
all reduc'd under the Dominion of the Dukes 
of Burgundy : From whom, they devoly'd to 
the Arch-Dukes of Auſtria ; and laft of all, to 
the Kings of Spain ; who claim a Title ro Ten 
of them at rhns Day : Bur the Kzng of France 
has Poſfeflion of a Great Parr. As for the 
other Seven, rhey are quite Emancipated, and 
Free. Ir being an eſtabliſh'd Maxim with 
them, That the Longeſt Sword gives the Beſt 
Title to a Government. Arid, for oughr I ſee, 
this Principle is practis'd rhroughour the 
World. 

The Inhabitants of the Netherlands are ge- 
nerally Tall, and Strong-body'd People ; 
Comely, Civil, Open-hearred, Courteous, 
Prompt and Laborious : More addicted ro 
Wine, than ro Women :: Equally forgetful of 
Benefits, and Injuries: Great Muſicians, Ex- 
= Sea-men, Cunning Merchants, Accurate 

ainters, and very Ingenious in all Arts, 
Fhey are not Jealous of rheir Women, as: 
molt other Nations are ; but ſuffer them to 
Walk abroad openly, and Conyerfe with Men 
in the Streets. Nether, will any of theſe Fe- 
malesretufe at Invirarion to a Bottle of Wine. 
As' foom as you come into any Houſe, the 
Daughrer” of” rhe Family meets you, with a 
Borrte of Wine, or other Strong Beverage, in 


her Hand, and drinks ir off ro you: And if 
you 
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on do not very readily anſwer, and e 
er, it paſſes for a Sign of Rudeneſs, fu 
Manners. 

Theſe People are very Rich, by Reaſon 
of their Merchandize and Traffick with 
other Nations ; for they Exporr the Product 
of their Soil, and their own Manufactures ; 
Vending or Exchanging them, at 'a Prodi- 
gious Advantage, in the Remoreft Regions of 
the Earth. 

They have very ftrong Forts and Caſtles 
up and down the Country ; with 'Cirties 
which are, in a Manner, Inexpugnable. As 
for the Religion of the Netherlanders ; The Ten 
Provinces which are ſubje& ro the King of 
Spain, or France, are called Catholickg. e 
other Seven repreſent rhe Celebrared Tower 
of Babe!, where the Languages were firſt 
Confounded, as Meſes relates : For, facts is 
rhe Horch-porch and Gallimaufrey of Reli- 
grons tolerared in Amſterdam, Leyden, and 
other Ciries of Hellaud; and, in General, 
throughour all rhe Seven United Srates, 
Neither have they much more Reygularny 
and Order in other Matters. Wonder not 
therefore if my Pen obferves no Merhod in 
Freating of a Country, which is the very 
Emblem, Proverb, and Centre of Ataxy. and 
Confi;fion. However, I will now begin ro 
make' more Particular Ditin&trons, rhan. ir 
the Former Parr of my Letrer. * 

Jeiand has a bad Air, eſpecially in the 
Summer-time, when the Sun exhales Stink= 
ing* and Infectious Vapours from the Lakes 

and 
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and Pools, .of . which there is a great Num- 
ber in that Province : Yet it has an Excel- 
lenr Soil, abounding with Whear, and other 
Corn.; alſo with good Paſturage, for Sheep 
and Catrel. There 1s little more to be faid 
of this Province. 

Holland has this Obſervable in it, That 
frequently the Earth trembles there, under 
the Burden of Coaches, Wagons, Horſes, &c. 
Which is an Argument, that the Ground is 
hollow underneath, and full of Caverns. 
To confirm rhis Opinion, they ſay, That 4a 
_ Cow once falling into a Gap - or Chaſm in the 
Earth, was found dead three Days afterwards in 
the Sea, being known to the Owner to.be the ſame. 
Hence a Part of Holard, in the Language of 
the Country, is called aterland : Which, 
at firſt Hearing, ſounds like a Contradiction : 
Bur they mean by it, a Land ſituated in the 
Haters, For, ſo, indeed, the whole Province 
appears to be divided into ſraall Iſlands, by 
Innumerable Canals, Lakes and Pools, that 
every where expoſe themſelves ro your Eye. 
This Province deſerves moſt properly, of all 
the Reſt, the Appellation of Netherland ; it 
being ſunk fo very low, that, in many Pla- 
ces, . the Sea riſes higher than it : Which 
compels the Hollanders to fortitie their Shores 
with High and Strong Banks ; which, with 
great Coſt, rhey continually keep repair'd: 

They have bur little Corn, or Fruit, of 
their own Growth ; being ſupply'd with thoſe 
Things from Germany, Poland, and other 
Countries, Bur there is an Immenſe Quan- 
tity 
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tiry of Graſs, to nouriſh Millions of Sheep» 
Oxen, and Horſes. And, whar I have ſaid 
of theſe rwo Provinces, may be, in ſome De- 
gree, apply'd to all rhe Reſt, Friz/and only 
excepred ; which is more Fertile of Corn, 
yields Abundance of Pulſe and Salt, and 1s 
well cloath'd with Woods. 

As to the Manners of theſe People : The 

elanders are of a Ready Wir, Providenr, 
and Subrile : Of Starure, generally very tall ; 
as will appear by a Woman of this Province, 
whom William Count of Holland ſent to the 
Nuprials of Charles the Fair, King of France, 
She was of fo vaſt an Heighth and Bulk, 
that the French look'd like P:igmies, or Dwarfs, 
in Compariſon of her, And ſuch was her 
Strength, that She could lifr,from the Ground 
a Beam, and carry it on her Shoulders, 
__ Eight Labouring Men cou'd hardly 

ir. 
'Tis obſerv'd of Geldres, That it was the 
Firſt of theſe Provinces, - which ſubmitted - 
to the Riſing Fortune. of the Roman Em-. 
pire : And again, The Firſt -that ſhook off 
the Yoke, when that Empire was in its 
Wane. 

In Utrecht there are Abundance of Ne- 
bles ; who are more Soft and Polite in their 
Converſation, than the Reſt of the Ho!- 
landers, The Women of Quality there go 
Veil'd, | 

The Publick Afﬀairs of all- theſe Provin- 
ces, are manag'd by thoſe whom: they call 
the States-General of the United Provinces.

with Fiſh of all ſorts. Neither is there any} þ 
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which immediately ſerves the Neceffiries of 
Human Life. Only Things tending to Lu- 
xury, and other Kinds.of Wantonneſs, are 
not to be found in this Happy Region. Ir is 
a ſecond Scythia or Tartary. And indeed the 
Inhabirants of Swiſſerland are thought ro come 
our of thoſe more Northern Regions. 

They have ever been Famous for their in- 
vincible Conſtaney and Valour in War, 7u- 
lius Ceſar himſelf was afraid of them, and 
builr a Wall to hinder them from going into 
France or Gaul ; when he — that 
L. Caſſius a Roman Conſul was Vanquith'd by 
them, and his-whole Army routed, Some BY 
thors 
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" thors affirm, that in the Times of Old, the 


Inhabirants of the North of Europe, were fo 
prodigiouſly multiplied, rhat ſome of them 
were forced ro' ſeek new Seats. Wherefore 
ruſhing through Germany and paſſing the 
Rhine, they were mer by the Gauls, whom 
they Overcame and Defeated. Upon which 
News the Neighbouring Nations being rer- 
rified, ſent Embaſſadors to them , deſiring 
Peace, The Conquerors replied, They came 


not ro wage War, or diſturb the Peace of- 


Mankind: That they only ſought a Place to 
live in quietly, where they might manure 
the Ground, without hurting any Body. 
Then Helvetia was granted to them, where 
their Poſteriry live to this Day. 

As to the Manners of the Modern Swsf;, 
they anſwer exactly the ancient Charatter ; 
being wholly addicted ro War ; hardy tro 
bear all Inconveniencies of Hunger, . Thirſt, 
Cold, and other Aflictions of Nature, Pro- 
vidence, Deſtiny, or Chance. A little Mo- 
ney ſerves their Turn to defray the Expences 
of cating ; their- Diet being very plain and 
ordinary, conhlifting chiefly of Milk and 
Cheeſe. If rhey are chargeable in any Thing, 
tisin Wine and other ſtrong Liquors. For you 
ſhall find bur mean and ſqualid Houſes and 
contemptible Furaiture ; and they wear Gar- 
ments an{werable to the Reſt : Bur they are 
given ro Drinking aboye Meaſure. "They 
will conſume whole Days and Nights ſucceſ- 
ſively, without Intermiflton, in their drunken 
Debauches, Nor can any Friendſhip be con- 

tracted 
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tracted among them, but over their Cups. 
For, be who drinks moſt, and is moſt Fro- 
lickfome and Debonaire, he is taken for a 
Man. of Integrity. Whereas he 'rhar ſvemg 
tmorous of: his Healrh, or makes _ 
lous Excuſes, is look'd upon as a ſneaking 
Fellow, not worthy of ſuch good Company. 
Nay, ſomerimes their Madneſs grows to that 
heighth, as ro ſet a Dagger to his Throear, 
" Who refuſes to pledge in his Tarn. 

And yer after all this Reproach, ir muſt 
be caonfeſsd, That theſe People are very 

Prudent and Ciroumſpec&t, borh in rheir Pri- 
vate and/Publick Aﬀairs. For, norwithſtand- 
ing the Pleaſure they rake in liberal Com- 
porations, yet every Man, when the Frolick 
is over, 1s intent on his Buſineſs, uting dou- 
ble Induftry and Diligence, ro make goad rhe 
Expences of his laſt Vanity. They Work to 
Drink, and Drink that they may better 
Work again. So in the Pablick, 'ris evident, 
that they 'are nor defective in Policy, fince 
they have been able for ſo many Centuries of 
Years, to maintain their Union, and Confe- 
devated Liberries, againſt ſo many Princes, 
who have endeavour'd to bring them under a 
Foreign Yoke: And nor only ſo, bur ſuch is 
the: Singularity of their Conduct, rhar the 
moſt mighty Monarchs in Europe are glad to 
enter into a League with them, and fend 
Yearly vait Sums of Mong. 

- Thou- wilt nor, afrer what I have faid, 
expect rb tind in Swi/ſtrland the Riches of 
Arabia and' Babylon ; nor the reſt of the Lu- 

Xurious 
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xurious and Magnificent Superfluiries of the 
Eaft. The Siruation of the Country, and 
Nature of the Soil, denies theſe glittering Va- 
nities, Ir is ſufficient that it brings forth e- 
nough to Nouriſh rhe Inhabiranrs. 

They: fear no Foreign Invaſion, both on 
the Account of this National Poverty, and 
the Inacceſſible Heights of the A4/pes, with 
which they are on all fides environ'd as by 
a Wall. Add to this, the invincible Refolu- 
tion of the People, who abhor and fear Sub- 
jection. more than Death it ſelf, So that no 
Prince in Europe dares, or thinks it worth his 
while to carry a War into this Country ; 
knowing, that if he ſhou'd conquer it, the 
Revenues, with all the Spoil of his new- 
gotren Poſſeſſions, would not counterbalance 
the Expences of one ſhort Campaign.. Be- 
hides their Union is fo ſtrict and cloſe, thar 
it is almoſt impoſſible ro break or diflolve ir. 
Then, they have ſome very ſtrong Ciries, 
Caſtles, Forts, and other Places of Defence, 
which wou'd give no ſmall Diverfion and 
Incumbrance to him who ſhould undertake 
ſuch an Expedition. In fine, ſuch are their 
Circumitances, That all the Courts round 
abour them, think it ſafer ro-court this un- 
tameable Nation, than to threaten or huff 
them;

This alſo, though heightning 
the Choler of the Swiſi, was pals'd by, in 
Meditation of furure Revenge. 

Ar laſt he grew {o fooliſhly proud and im- 
perious, that walking: one Day in the Streets 
of the City, he {tuck his Cane in the Ground, 
and plac'd his Turbant or Bonnet thereon 
commanding all that paſsd by to give Ho- 
nour to it. Which when a certain honelt 
Swiſi refusd ro do, he commanded him to 
ſtrike off an Apple from his Son's Head with 
a Shut from his Croſs-bow, The good ad 
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ther for a long Time refuſed thus ro hazard 
his Son's Life. - Bur being: overcome by the 
Tyrant's. importunate Menaces;” he rather 
ventur'd ro truſt ro Providence the Life of 
his Son,. than ro. Sacxifice, both thap aFPis 
own to the Implacable Malice of a F Ir i= 
an. $o he ſhor, and hit the Apple off with- 
out touching, his Son's Head. "The Governeur 
feeing this, and taking norice rhat he brought 
rwo. Arrows with tam,: asked him rhe Reg- 
ſon of ir. To whom the Swiſ-anfwered,' if 
T had ſhot amiſi and hurt my Son with rhe« firkt 
Arrow, 1 was reſolved to bave jurrced thy Heart 
with the. ſecond. Upon this, all:rhe People 
gave a Shour, and running rogerher, ſed 
the Governonr, and torc him to:Pieces.

Here Magiſtrates are cre 
ated, and Publick Offices diſtribured with ad- 
mirable Order, From hence are choſen the 
Two Hundred and Twenty Five, who make 
up the foregoing Senate, as being the moſt 
proven, expert, and converſant in the At 

airs of Stare. Theſe decide all Controver- 
fies of grearer Moment. As the Aﬀairs of 
Peace and War, the Care of forrifying their 
Cities and Caſtles, of creating Generals and 
Captains , of ſending Embafies to Foreign 
Prinses : 
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Princes : Here alſo are read all the Lerrers, 
Diſpatches, and Expreſſes, which are addreſs'd 
ro the Republick from other Parts. In a word, 
whatſoever is of more material Conſideration, 
is handled in this Senate. |

* HE Inhabitants of theſe MeRern Party 
are in a great and general Conſternati- 
on, -at-the Appearance of a New ;Comet, or 
Blazing-Star. Ir riſes much abour the Time 
the Sun Sets, and in the ſame Yuarter of the 
Heavens, The Body of it looks no digger 
than a Star of the Firſt Magnitude, from 
whence ſprings a Pyramid of Light, extend 
ing it ſelf ro the Cuſp of the Mzd-Heaven, 
where its Cone ſeems to terminare. 

The Superſtirious call ir the Sword of God, 
becauſe of its Form, being not much unlike 
an Old Two-edz'd Rapier. I am ſure it does 
not reſemble a Turkiſh Cymeter, for thole thou 
knoweſt are Oblique in their Figure, and this 
is Streight. | 

They are full of Melancholy Preſages, and 
the 4ſtrologers themſelves give out, That this 
Comet portends dreadful Calamities to Europe, 
which may not diſcover themſelyes, perhaps 
theſe many Years ; Nay they affirm, That 
this Generation ſhall be quite extinA, before 
the Effetts of this Tremendous Apparition ſhall 

ſeize on Earth. 

I have a great Veneration for the Science 
of tae Stars, andeven for Judicial Aſtrology, 

| though 
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though I cannor pretend to any Skill in any 
of them. I have ſtudied them both rill I 
was weary, being diſcouraged by the Diffe- 
rence of Mens Opinions, and the Uncertain- 
ty of their Concluſons in matters of ſo re- 
more, ſublime, and myſterious a Nature. 
Beiides, I fainted under the Burden of ſuch 
vaſt Speculations, whilſt I found my ſelf ftill 
wandring not only in the Blindneſs of my 
own proper Intellect, bur alſo in the Gene- 
ral Darkneſs of Human Reaſon. 

I confider'd the Birth-place of theſe Sciences, 
which all will confeſs ro be the Eaft. And 
there I found the Cha'd.eans differing from the 
Gymneſophiſts of India : Theſe again contra- 
dicting my Countrymen, the Arabians, To 
paſs from thence into Africa, I perceived the 
Egyptians were of one Sentiment, the Ethic- 
$:ans'of another, and the Moors of a Third. 
Neither could I diſcern any Agreement be- 
rween the Greeks and Romans, As for the 
Jews they claſh'd with all. 

Plato, Proclus, Ariſtotle, Averroes, and mn- 
ny other Sages, aflert there 'are but Eig4r 
Spheres. Yet Hermes Triqmegius, with fome 
of the Perſian Magi addeth a Ninth.. So did 
Azarchel the Moor, and his Countryman Te- 
bith, Of the ſame Opinion was A{herrt the 
Great. Whilſt there are ſome who tax thele 
with making a Decimation in the Orbs, 
and taking a Tyth from Heaven ; for they 
aſſert the Number of the Spheres ro be

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They not only thus differ from one ano- 
ther, bur through that Inconſtancy which is 
inſeparable from the Minds of Morrals, they 
vary even from themſelves. One Day of ane 
Opinion, the r:exr of acontrary. So Alphops 
fus one which afferted Nine Spheres, and a 
ſew Years after retrench'd hinſelf ro Eighr, 
This is a Vanity from which the greareſt and 
motti Eminent Writers in-the World have not 
been free. Indeed, this Murability of Opi 
nion is Natural to all Men. As if our Minds 
were ſubject ro the Laws of Generation and 
Corruption, like our Bodies, or. as if..there 
were a continual Flux and Reflux of: our 
- Thoughts, as there is of our Corporeal 
- Atoms. 

Theſe Authors nor only vary abont the 
Number -of the-Celeſtial *Orbs, bur alſo con- 
-. cerning their Motion, eſpecially. that -of. the 
Eighth, which i called the Sphere. of the 
fixed Stars. For, the Chaldzans and Epypti- 
41s held,-it had þut one Morion, others af- 
firm'd tt had no more. The Talmdiſts aflign 
it rwo, whilſt ſome modern A#ronomers 
among the Chriſtiavs are more liberal, and 
allow ir Three: diftin&t Motions, One, of 
Trepidation, as they call t: And this is its 
own proper Courſe ; which ir performs, they 
fay in Seven Theuſand Tears. A Second of 
Gyraticn, which it derives from the Ninth 
Sphere, as one Wheel is rowl'd about by ano- 
ther. And this Circuit: according to ther 
Opinion is not finiſh'd in leſs than Forty Nine 
Thouſand Nears, And if that be rrue, we mult 
nOL 
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not expect the Diſſolution of the World be- 
fore that Term is expird. For it wou'd be 
Impious to Suppoſe, That rhe Erernal Archi- 
ee, having made this Sphere for a Circnir 
of ſo long a Duration, wou'd ftop it befote 
its Race were fully run 3 much lefs in 
the midſt of irs Cavern ; or by that Time 
ir had accompliſh'd a Sixth Parc of its 
Revolution ; as the Fews and' Chriſtians be- 
tieve. The Third Motion of this Sphere; 1s 
called aus and Diurnal ; for which they 
ſay, 'tis-obliged-ro rhe Tenth Ob, or Primim 
Mobile. | 

Then again they differ in the Meafure- of 
the Time they allow, for the Motion of the 
Fixed Stars. One will have them to-ſpend a 
Hundred Years in Travelling One Degree. 
Another brings them to this Station, in Sixty 
$ix Tears, A Third, in Seventy Five; a Fourth, 
in Seventy Eight. The Fews, in Seventy; the 
Chriſtians, in Eighty 5 whilſt rhe Indians 'g0 
beyond them all ; afferting that there are 
Two Stars in the Eighth Sphere, Diamerricat- 
ly oppokre to each orher ; which do nor ſup- 
ply each others Place in the Z6diack, in leis 
than a Hundred and Forty Four Thouſand Tears. 
They affirm alſo, rhar rhere are many Mo- 
rions of the Spheres above; which are yet un- 
known to Morrtals. 

If this be fo, there may be, for ought we 
know, other Stars and Bodies alfo, ro which 
theſe Motions may agree, though we cannor 
difcern either the one or the other, becauſe 
of the Superlative Vaſtneſs of . the Heighr,

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and the ImperfeCtion of Human Art. Of this 
Opinion were Alpetrag, Phavorinus the Philo- 
{opher, and others. 

By all that I have faid, I do not pretend 


t0 in/truct thee in Things whereof thou wert 


Ignorant. I know thee, by general Fame, 
and the Character of Men of Fudgment, to 
be an Accompliſh'd Maſter in this Myſterious 
Science. Bur I reflect rhus on the Inconſtan- 
cy and Doubrfulneſs of Mens Reaſon in theſe 
Marters, as an Introduction to the Liberty I 
will take, of telling thee once again my own 
Thoughts concerning Comets ; which firſt 
{uggeſted the Trouble I now give thee in 
this Letter, as I did once before, on the like 
Occaſion. 

Suffer me to be alittle Prolix and Tedious;

JH People of Rome having eſtabliſhed the , 

Government of Kings, transferr'd the 
Soverezgnty on Brutus and Colating ; the 
Champions of rheir Liberty, altering both 
their Right and Title : _ For they calld 
them Conſuls, not Kings : And ordain'd that 
their Power ſhould laſt bur a Year ; which 
being expired, new ones were elected in 
their Stead. And the Reaſon why rhey had 
Two, was, that if one prov'd guilty of E+ 
vil-Adminiſtration, Injuſtice or Tyranny ; 
The other having Equal Power might curb 
him, and rectify the publick Aﬀairs. They. 
were alſo calld Conſuls ; ro pur them in mind 
that they were to do nothing Arbitrarily, bur 
in all Things of Importance, ro Conſalr their 
Fellow-Citizens. 

So great was the Joy of the Romans, up- 
on this Recovery of their Freedom ; that 
they could ſcarce believe ir was true. But 
as it uſually falls our in any ſurprizing Hap-- 
pineſs, all ſeem'd as a Dream. And fo inve- 
terate was their Ayerfion for Kings; thatthey 
expell'd Collatinus from the City, only. be- 
cauſe he was Nephew to Tarquin the Proud; 
whoſe Name allo he bore. Valerius Publice- 
1a. was. ſubkitured in his Stead ; A Man fin-- 
gularly 
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gularly devored to the publick Good. . He 
own'd himſelf the Creature of the People, 
and gave Power of Appealing, from him to 
them. And, left he might. offend them by 
che Lofry Building of his Houſe ; which al- 
ſo ſtanding on a Rock, ſeem'd ſtrong as a 
Caſtle ; he pulld down rhe Upper Stories , 
and made it level with Ordinaty Houſes. 

Briltus's Collegue, was no leſs ſtndious, than 
he, to gain the Favour of the Cirizens ; even 
with the Deſtruction and Slaughter of his 
own Children. For, When he perceiv'd his. 
Sons Conſpiring to reftore the Abrogared 
Monarchy, he brought them forth into the Fo- 
rum, or Market-place; and having caus'd them 
to be ſcourg'd with Rods, he beheaded them : 
Thus demonſtrating, That as a Parent of 
the People, he Adopred them in the Room. 
of his Perfidious Children. 

The Romans being from this Time made 
perfectly Free ; firſt rook up Arms in Defence 
of their New-gotren Liberry, againſt the 
Neighbouring Kings : Next, for the Bounds 
of their Dominions: Then for their Confe- 
derates : And lait of all, for Glory and Em- 
pire : Being on every Side invaded and mo- 
telted by the Adjacent People. For,they had 
no Territories within the Walls of their Ci- 
ty: So that they were no ſooner our of rhe 
Gares, but they were expoled ro the Toſcans 
and Latines ; between vena 'the City was 
ſeated, as it were in the Middle. - Therefore 
reſolving ro inlarge their Territories, they 
took ane City and Province after co_n 

ti 
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hy. 

4 Their Firſt Expedition was againſt: Poſe, 
a, King of the Toſcans 3 who took the Field 
with a great Army ; having the Tarquins a- 
long with him, whom he undertook to re- 
eſtabliſh in the Throve of their Fathers, He 
made fierce and reſolute Advances, poſlef. 
fing. himſelf of the Hill Faniculum, and the 
Avenues of the Ciry ; where he beſieged them 
cloſe, and preſſed them with Famin. Yer, 
. the Romans ſuſtain'd all-with Admirable Bra- 
very: And their ftour Refiſtance had this 
Effect, that art length Por/ena, when he had 
almoſt vanquiſh'd them, made a League of 
Peace. He was chiefly mov'd to Ys by 
thoſe Prodigies and Miracles of Reman Forti- 
rude ; Horatins Cocles, Mutius Scievola, and 
Clelia, The Firft of which, when he was 
not able alone to keep off the unequal Throng 
of his Enemies, every where crowding on 
him ; ar length broke down the Bridge, and 
ſwam croſs the Tyber with his Weapons in 
Hand. [The Second atrempring to kill Porſe- 
4 in his own Camp ; When by Miſtake, 
he had: inftead of the King, ftabs'd his Vi- 
zir,or Secretary ; and for that Fact was ſeiz- 
ed : He thruſt his Right Hand, that was 
guilty of rhe Error, into the Fire : Saying 
with a Menacing Voice, Think not thy ſelf the 
fafer. O King, Fea thor haſt eſcaped my 
Hand, ſince there yet. remain» Three Hundred 
Romans, who have all ſworn to make the ſame 
Attempt, Porſena trembled, and was — 
ni 
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niſh'd at the Boldneſs of the Man ; whilſt 
Meutius ſtood ſtill, undaunted, with his Hand 
broiling in the Fire, as a Demonſtration of 
his invincible Conſtancy, and of the Truth 
of what he affirm'd : Thus did thoſe Two 
Famous Men behave themſelves. And as if 
a Glorious Envy had fermented the Vertue 
of the Female Sex: A certain Noble Virgin, 
call'd Clelia, who was given in Hoſtage to 
King Porſena, eſcap'd her Guards by Night ; 
and mounting a Horſe' which ſhe found in 
the Way, ſwam over the Tyber 'on him. 
Porſena, as if he were terrifyed at the Fortune 
and ſtupendous Reſolution of rhe Romans; 
conſented to a Peace : Burt the Latins would 
nor ler them reſt ſo : For they allo atremp- 
ret to reſtore the Tarquins; not ſo much mn 
Love to them, as out of Spight to the Inha- 
| birants of Rome ; being debrous to ſee that 
People, ar leaſt ſubjugated at Home, who 
Lorded it ſo Abroad, There was a Bloody 
Fight between 'em ; and the Fame goes, Thar 
Two Gods, Caſtor and Pollux, were preſent 
on white Horſes, as Spectators of the Com- 
bat, Wherefore, after the Romans had got- 
ten the Victory, they builr a Tang to thele 
Warlike Deities ; as a Stipend or Reward to 
their Champions. And thus far they foughr 
for Liberty ; which having ſucceſsfully aflert- 
ed and eſtabliſhed, they were involy'd in. Freſh 
Wars, about the Confines of their Dominion. 

It would be roo tedious to rehearſe the va- 
rious Battles and Encounters between them 
and the Neighbouring Nations ; wherein % 
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laſt they always got the Victory, and ex- 
rended rhe Limits of their Empire far and 
wide. Such allo, and ſo prodigious were 
the Actions, Exploits and hardy Performan- 
ces of this ſtour People, that when King Pyr- 
rhus conſider'd it, he brake forth into this Ex. 
clamation : How eaſie, were it, faid he, to ob- 
eain the Empire of the World, were Pyrrhus 
King of the Romans ; or the Romans Soldiers 
to Pyrrhus ! 

Yer as faſt as this Victorious People en. 
- b their Territories Abroad, ſo did their 

itions and Tumults encreaſe at Home; 
raiſed by the Ambition of ſome, and rhe Dif- 
conrent of orhers; rill at length they had en- 
tirely ſubdued all 7:aly to their Obdience : In 
which Enterprize they ſpent Five Hundred 
Years, before they brought it ro Perfection. 

Then, like a Fire which devours all the 
Wood ir meets in its Way, till irs Fury be 
ſtopp'd by the Intercourſe of ſome River; fo 
| the Romans ceas'd nor to conquer to the very 
Shores of Italy. Bur, when they. confider'd 
Sicily, as a moſt Rich and plentiful [ſand; 
only rent, as it were, by ſome Injurious Stroke 
of Time, or Fate, or Chance, from their 
Continent ; they reſolved to unite theſe again 
by Arms and War, which cou'd not be joyn'd 
together by Bridges, or Peers. And a very fa- 
vourable Opportunity preſented ir ſelf ro them 
for this Purpoſe ; whilit the Confederared 
People of Meſſina, the Chief Mart of that I- 
fland, complain'd of the Tyranny practiſed by 
the Carthaginians, | k 
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Ar that Time Rome and Carthage were 
Emulous of each other : Both equally Ri- 
vals for Sicily, and rhe Empire of the World. 
Therefore under a Mask of helping their 
Friends and Allies, rhe Romans berook rhem- 
ſelves ro the Sea ; but with Real Deſigns ro 
Enrich rhemſelves with Booty ; and adding 
this Ifland to their Empire : Whillt the Car- 
thazinians appear'd like Open Enemies and 
Pyrares, without any Diſguiſe. Theſe having 
loft their Fleets in various Conflicts, rheir 
Fate yielding to that of Rome, the Romans 
made Sicily a Tyibutary Province, and then 
reduc'd Sardinia and Corfica, Thus having 
expelld the Carthaginians our of all the 
Ilands of the Mediterranean Sea, there re- 
main'd Nothing for them ro Conquer on thar 
Side, but Africk '3r felf :' Where alfo--they 
Landed, and took above Three Hundred 
Places of Strengrh, in a ſhort Time. 
they were ftourtly oppos'd, nor only by Mer, 
bur alſo by Monſters. For a cerram Stu 
dous Great Serpent, a Hundred and T 
Foot in Length, Annoyed their Camp very 
much,_near the River Bragad« ; as if this 
Dreadful Beaſt had come into the World en 
purpole ro be the Champion of irs Native 
Country, and Defend or Revenge Oppreſſed 
Africk, Bur Regulus, whoſe Victorious Arms, 
neither Men, nor Monſters, nor Fate could 
hitherto reſiſt ; made no Stop, ill he came 
with his Army before rhe Walls of Carthage 
it {elf, rhe Roor of all this War. Here For- 
tune began to fall off from him, and =_ 
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his Enemy : Yer fo as only to give an Occa- 
fion for the Reman Virrue to appear more [l. 
luſtrious. For though by rhe Good Condue 
of —u— the Lacedemonian General, Thir- 
ty -Thouſand Remans were kill'd in one Fight, 
and Regulus himſelf raken Priſoner : Yer f 
great a Misfortune could not make him loſe 
himſelf, or fink into any Paſſion beneath the 
Conſtancy and Fortirude of an Invincible 
Hero. "The Carthaginians ſent him as their 
Embaſſadour to the Senate of Rome, to pros 
le a Peace, and the Exchange of Capriver, 
ut he was of a contrary Sentiment, and 
diſſuaded the Senators from hearkening t6 
any ſuch Overtures: Chufing rather bravely 
to return to his Former Caprivity, there to 
| be Crucify'd ; than be Inftrumental in Word 
.or Deed to the leaſt Diſhonour or Diſadvate 
tage of his Country : So that though Var- 
_ he yer ſeem'd ro Triumph o'er his 
uerours. And his lamented Fate had 

this Influence on the Romans, that it made 
them proſecute rhe War with more Fierce- 
neſs and Ardour, to —_ the Blood of 
Regulus, than in Hopes of Conqueſt. $0 
deep are the Impreflions of Love, which a 
Good General Living, or Dead, makes in 
the Hearts of his Soldiers. Thus the War 
was renew'd again in Sicily, wherein the 
Romans came off Conquerours : And as an 
Evidence. of the Greatneſs of their Victory, 
they ſhew'd an Hundred and Twenty Ele- 
= Hart raken from the Enemy in-the Field. 
hich wou'd bave been. a Great Prey, | 

| they 
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they been raken in Hunting ; but now ſerv'd 
only as a Trophy of a more Expenſive Con- 
zuelt. This Victory was obtain'd in the 

nſulſhip of Metellus: Which was follow'd 
by a Terrible Overthrow ar Sea, in that- of 
Appins Claudius : When the Romans ſeem'd 
not ſo much overcome by their Enemies, as 
by the Prophaneneſs of their General, or the 


Divine Vengeance. Fqr he conſulting the 


Augurs before he began the Engagement ; 
Chickens were let out of their Coops, to ob- 
ſerve the wiſh'd-for Tripudiation of the Corn 
they were to feed on. Bur when the Oracu- 
hus Birds would not tale a Grain ; the Ge- 
neral diſguſted at the Fata!/ Omen, Command- 
ed them to be drown'd in the Sea : Saying 
with an Impious Jeſt: $:zce Ley will not Eat, 
let them Drink their Fill. In the ſame Place 
was the Roman Navy Sunk and Deftroy'd. 
There were many ſuch Encounters as theſe 
between them, for the ſpace of Four and 
Twenty Years and upwards; even till the 
Conſulſhip of Lutatius Catulus ; when the Ene- 
my ſeem'd nor to advance with a Fleer of 
Ships, well Mann'd and Rigg'd with all Ne- 
ceilaries ; bur all Carthage appear'd upon the 
Sea, with the Woods and Foreſts oe ado: 


it, This prov'd its Ruin. For they were 


roo heavy for Service : Whereas the Roman 
Navy was Light and Expeditious, like a 
Moving Camp in the Sea. In a Word, they 
ſet upon the Carthaginzans lo furiouſly, and 
ſharrer'd their Veſſels with ſuch Speed, That 


all the Sea berween Sardinis and Sicily, was 
| cover'd 
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with the Diſmal Wrecks. And this Victory 
was ſo Great, That they had no farther 
| Thoughts of Sailing xo Africk, and Raſing 
the Walls of their Enemies ; that being count 
ed Needleſs, ſince Carthage was now extin- 
guiſhed in the Sea. 

After this War was finiſh'd, rhe Romans en- 
Jjoy'd a Shorr Reſt, as it were to Breath them. 
ſelves. And as a revs, omg of Peace; 
the Temple of _ w E having been 
conſtantly open before from the Reign-of Nw 
ma Pompilius. And this Diſtin@tion was the 
Publick Emblem of Peace or War. 

Thou wilt nor have Patience to read their 
Wars with the Lipwrians, Gauls, Illyriaw, 
Macedonians, Syrians, Germans, Spaniard: 
and in Fine, with the moſt Potent Nations 
on Earth. "Twill be as Irkſome ro be de- 
rain'd with a Rehearſal of their Domeſtick 
Sedirions, and Changes of Government. Suf- 
fice itto ſay, That this People grew Worſe 
by the Increaſe of their Empire: And after 
they had ſubverted Carthage, Corinth, Nu- 
mantia, and other Famous Cities of Europe, 
Aſia, and Africk : After they had ſubdu'd 
Gaul, Thrace, Cilicia, Cappadocia, Armen, 
Britain, and many other moſt Rich and Opu* 
lent Provinces abroad ; they began to make 
Wars among themſelyes ; their Former Vir- 
rues turn'd into Vices : The Sedirions, Con- 
ſpiracies and Emulations of the Triumoiri ; 

e Tribunes: Of Catiline, Marius, Sylla, An- 
tony, Pompey, and a Thouſand oh OY 


Commotions ; help'd toward the on 
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of rhis Empire 3 which ſeem'd to be the Sup- 
port of all Things.

Two or Three Hours. I tell thee plainly ; 
I pur off the Muſſulman for a while, and took 
my Glafles Frank!y, or like a Nazarene. 

The Diſcourſe we were upon was Aſtre- 
logy and the Nature of Comets, &c, But 
God tumble me headlong into the Lap of 
Tapot, if ever heard ſuch Blockbeads, Dux- 
ces, Fools, Sots :T know nor whar to call rhem 
rg Founds ! How can Human Rea- 
on be ſo debauch'd ? How can Man be-+ 
come ſuchian Inſenſible Piece of Stuft, to 
think as they do 2 They made me Bluſh for 
Shame, or Anger : They made me ſorry that 
I was a Man ; to be rank'd in the ſame Lit 
with 'em. However, I ſuppreſs'd my boil- 
ing Choler ; I bit my Lips and Nails, and 
did every thing that Patience cou'd ſuggeſt : 
( Forl uſeto be a very Boon Compamion in 
oy Wine: ) Bur at length, as 'tis the Fare 
of all Diſpurers, we grew too hot : There 
was ſuch a Tempeſt of Words and Paſſio- 
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nare Expreſſions ; that we cou'd hardly find 
a Grain of Senſe. Ar laſt we fell from Words 
ro Blows ; and I, though Old and Crazy, 
held up my Head as well as I cou'd. 

Thou wilt believe, at this Age, I have no 
great Strength : Bur, I tell rhee, my Cou- 
rage is the ſame as when I was bur Five and 
Twenty : I cannot flinch from provoking 
Dangers; and when I am thorowly inflam'd 
with Wrath, Death it ſelf appears to me in 
the ſame Figure which Painters give it ; a 
mere naked Skeleton ; which I have more Rea- 
ſon to pity, than fear : If I am afraid of any 
thing, 3t is, of breaking irs Bones, and ſpoil- 
ing 1ts Shape, in the Claſh of my Fury. So 
tender am I even of Death it ſelf ; the Ob. 
durate and Inexorable Deſtroyer of all Man- 
kind. 

One of the Company that was a Prieſt, 
and fat right oyer-againſt me at the Table, 
threw his Four-Corner d Cap at my Head, 
whillt his next Neighbour check'd him for his 
Inſolence. Bur he was full of Fat,and empry 
of Reaſon or Crivility: A great Hulking Fel- 
low, that makes a Figure like the Statue of 
Pont-Ginello, at Catanea in Sicily ; only he 1s 
a little Taller : Bur he has a ſwinging Tun of 
a Carcaſe.

Regard the Books of the Genti/es, are not 
much Read by the True Believers. And *tis 
from theſe only, we can Collect the Ancient 
Memoirs of the Nations, which were once 
in their own Poſſeflion.

They were much addicted allo to all kinds 
of Sorcery and Enchantments. A Fraudulent 
Race of People, Covetous, Greedy, Idle, and 
Ignorant of ingenious Arts and Sciences. 
Yer notwithſtanding this, they were 
powerful of O!d;- Thar they could, as witha 
Bridle, Curb all Greece, During the Reign 
oi one of their Kings, whoſe Name was 
Cydon, came up the Uſe of Pyrrhick, Meaſures; 
which the Youth being Arm'd Cap=-a-Pe , 
danc'd with great Labour and Swear. And 
the Inhabirants have all along been ſo renach 
ous of this Cuſtom, That ir is ovſerv'd to 
this Day among the Ryſtick Candiots, on their 
Holy-days. For ar ſuch Times, the Toxth of 
the INand meer together, Arm'd with a Bow 
in one Hand, and a Naked Sword in the other, 
with a Quiver of Arrows hanging art their 
Backs, And thus they will Dance indefati- 
eably in the Hear of Summer, even at Noon- 
day ; when the Sun ſcorches all Things with 
Inſupportable Feryors, | In 
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In Proceſs of Time, this Iland became 
ſubject to the Greczan Empire : And as ſuch, 
fell into the Hands of Baldwin, Count of Flan- 
ders and Emperour of Conſtantinople : Who 
gave it ro the Marqus of Montferrat ; by 
whom it was fold to the Venetians in the 
Year 1194, for an Incredible Sum of Mo- 
ny. And that Republick has held it ever 
ſince, till it was lately taken from them by 
the Invincible Ottomans. 

It is worth Remark ; That Candi:a, the 
Chief City of this Iſle ( call'd Caſtro and 
Candax, by the Greeks ) 1s a Place of that 
prodigious Strengrh, thar it ſuſtain'd a Bloc- 
cade of 22 Years; from 1645 ro 1667: 
And after that, a Siege of 2 Years; from 
1667 to 1669: In which Space of Time, 
'tis thought, 600000. Muſſulmans loſt their 
Lives before it, 

The- next Republick, in Order, is thar of 
Genoua ; a City whoſe Power and Empire 
was far greater in former Times, than ir is 
at preſent. For, they extended their Dom:- 
mons even to the Black Sea ; where Tanais 
that parts Europe from Aſia, pours her Wa- 
ters into the Palus Meotis, Here they pol- 
ſeſs'd the Ciry Theodoſia, or Caffe; as 'tis cal- 
led at this Day. They allo made them- 
ſelves Maſters of Cyprus, Lesbos, Chios ; with 
other 1/lands in the Archipe/ago; and even of 
Pera it ſelf, that Magnificent Adjun& to 
the Imperial City. 

Yer, from the Beginning, they were Feu- 
datories of the Roman Empire, till the Year 
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£00 of the Chriſtians Hejira, For then h__ 
tharis King of the Lombards, took the-Ciry - 
by Force, and plunder'd it. | Bur when after'; 
tome Years it had recover'd its Priftine Glory... 
again ; Charles I. and his Son Pepin, Kings - 
of Italy, and their Succefſors the Kingsof 
France, bore Rule there for almoſt a Hun. - 
dred Ycars, placing Governours in the City, 
who bore the Title of Counts' of Genoua, - 
And when afterwards the Saracens had fub- 
du'd Corfica ; Ademurus, then Count of Genoua, 
Arm'd out a Fleer of Galleys, invaded-the» 
Iland ; and having defeated the True © Be» 
lievers, rook Poſleftion of it, and reduc'd'it 
under the Juriſdiction of Genoua ; whole: 
Power at this Time, was very great by Sea;:7 
Afrer the Dominion of Charles the Great, 
his _—— by degrees ſo diminiſh'd, that 
atlengrth ir became in a mannerquire Exrinct ; 
the morePotentamong theCirizens rook Turns: 
to Uſlurp the Government, and exerciſe a Ty-! 
ranry over the Inhabirants : Which ſo exa-: 
ſperated them,that rhey often ſubmitted rhem-) 
ſelves to Foreign Princes. Bur finding till as 
reat Inconveni2nces in this Dependance' on 
trangers ; at laſt, following the Example of 
the Venetians, they choſe ro themſelves a Duke, 
in the Year 1337. of the Chriſtians Hejira-: 
Him they ſent with a Fleet ro Conquer. 
Cyprus: Which he accompliſh'd with good- 
Succeſs, For, having taken the King "and 
<Dacen of the Country Captives, be unpti- 
ſon'd them, till rhey agreed with him for a 
Yearly Tribute to be paid ro the __ 
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of Gemoua ; and then he reſtored them ro 
their Native Poſſcfion ; reſerving only Fa- 
mayuſta, the Chief Ciry of the I/and, to 
himſelf, | 

He enter'd alſo into a War with the Vene- 
tians; bur being overcome in Barrel, ar his 
Rerurn, he was Depos'd from the Duca! Ot- 
fice; and thrown into Prifon ; another being 
Choſen in his Place. This was more Forru- 
nate than his Predecefſor, againſt rhe'Enemy -; 
doing them many Injuries ; bur ar length, 
was kill'd-in Batrtel. 

Then the Genouz/ſe Elected anorher Duke ; 
who going to Con#tantinople, perform'd ſuch 
Eminent Services to the. Emperour in his Wars, 
that he gave him the Iſland Mitylene 5 which 
the Genoueſe held rill the Year 1354. | 

After this, they Created one to Rule over 
them under the Title of Prince , in the Year ' 
1381. Bur not liking his Government, they 
threw themſelves upon the Protection of 
Charles VII. King of France ; who ſent thi- 
ther his Deputy.Being ſoon weary of the French 
Government, they joyn'd - themſelves ro rhe 
Duke of Milan z under whoſe Patronage they 
liv'd, rill the Year r435. and then Abdicating 
him, they Created a Duke of their own again. 
This rais'd FaCtions in the Ciry ; whilſt ſome 
adher'd ro rhe French Intereſt, and others 
eſpous'd the Duke of Milan's Cauſe : Ar laſt 
they fell again under the Power of the French ; 
whom they obey'd, till Andreas D'Oria ha- 
ving quelld the Seditions, and 'pacify'd the 
Comentigns of the Freggi and Torni; Two 

O5 pre- 
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prevailing Factions in the City, one confift- 
ung of rhe Nobles, the other of the Commun, 
he Eſtabliſh'd that Liberry in the Common 
wealth of Genoua, which ſhe has enjoy'd ever 
fince, rill of late fome new Troubles have 
been given 'em by the Kings of France and 

Spain, | 
- As to the Original of rhe Genoueſe, itis ug» 
certain. Strabs, and others are of Opinion 
That this Nation deſcended from rhe Greely ; 
Whilit Thucydides derives them from the $þ 
cilians. They were call'd Ligurians by the 
People of Rome. And Florus mentions a cer- 
rain Race of Ligurians, who dwelt in the 
Dens and Caves of Mountains, being a ver 

Fierce and Warlike People. | 
But now adays, the Genoueſe are a very 
Police -and Civiliz'd People ; of a Liyely 
and Subrile Wir, eſpecially in Merchandizing, 
by which they greatly enrich themſelves, 
They are alſo cxceeding Induftrious, ſtum- 
ning no Labcur or Danger for the Sake of 
Gain. They appear Studious of thoſe Things 
which tend to the Good of the Comman- 
wealth ; yer are extremely Fickle and Incon- 
{tanr, given to Faction, and deſirous of No- 
velty : As is manifeft by whar I have before 
relared of rhemm. Which occaſioned a certain 
King of. France, when one of his Lords told 
him, That the Genoneſe were about to throw 
$5emſchves on by Patronage, Anſwer, not with- 
out ſomeIndignation, Thar they mapht go to 
the Devil for Protcaion ;, for I, ſays he, wl 
have 


dear one time or other. 
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hape nrbrng to do with Men, who are more 
unſtedfaft than the VWaves of the Sea. 

This Inconſtancy neyer 2appear'd more 
plainly, than in the late Conſpiracy of Raggi 
and Torxe ; which had like to have proye 
of Faral Conſequence, As to 4+ a 

albi, they were like the Dog in /£/op's Fa» 

les ; who loſt the Bone, to cazch fi rs Sha- 
dow i in the Water : So theſe Bo drm; Jone 
were got cogrent with the Strong Part 
which they had made in the City, bur mul

As for 
the Firſt Misfortune, the Scarciry of Mony, 
they knew quickly foo to remedy it ; being 
perfect ect Chymiſts, and Mafters of the Phzleſo- 
ger s Stone, if there be any ſuch Thing in 
arure, Bur whether there be or nor, 
As! 'Thar the Genoveſe are Old Doftors 
arbl ling, rranſmuting, and adulrerati 
of Merals And the Ottoman Empzre has Ex- 
alkene it ; 3 to the great Damage of our 
Aerchants at Conſtarting le, Smyrna, Aleppo 
and other Ports, where the Genoue/e did Nr 
off their Baſe Coyn, to the Value of ſome 
Mulions, But this Cheat may coft them 
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The Genoueſe appear at preſent more In- 
clinable ro Merchandiſe than tro War. How- 
ever, it muſt be confeſs'd, that this Com. 
monwealrch has brought forth Valiant and 
Expert Soldiers ; as is evident from the Fami- 
lies of the Doria's, Spinola's, and others, who 
have prov'd Famous Generals, and Leaders 
of Armies in ſeveral Parts of Europe. 

Of ſach as theſe has Genoua more Cauſe 
to boaſt, than of any Strong Forts, Caſtles, 
or fenced Ciries within her Dominions in 
T:aly. Nay, the Chief City, Genoua it elf, 
truſts more in the King of Spain's Prote- 
Etion, than in her own Strength. That Me 
narch is indebred to the Genoueſe-Merchants 
' Eighteen Millions of Gold, beſides the In- 
rereſt of * * * * Years. For this Bill was 
given in to him in the Year 1600. of 
the Chriſtians Hejira, By this thou may'ſt 
guels at the Riches of this Commonwealth. 

As to the Manner of their Government , 
it differs not much from that of Venice : 
The Supreme Power being in the Hands of 
the Senate, who Elect a Duke every Two 
Years by Lot, out of Four Men who are 
_ as worthy of , that High Office. 

Man can propoſe any Thing to the 
Senate, but the Duke himſelf : Who lives 
i a Publick Palace, during the Two Years 
of his Government ; and has a Guard of 
ek Hundred Germans about his Houſe and 

rivn, 
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It wou'd be Superfluous to rrouble thee 
with an Account of their Fudicial Courts, the 
Manner of Electing the Senators, and other 
Publick Magiſtrates ; with the reſt of their 

liar Politicks, Beſides, I believe thou 
art almoſt cloy'd with the Length of this 
Lerter. Wherefore begging thee to pur the 
beſt Conſtruction on. my Endeavours, I bid 
thee Adieu,

[| Formerly ſent a Letter to the Sage Oſman 
Odrooneth, Aſtrologer in Ordinary to | 
Grand Signior ; Wherein I inform'd him of a 
Comet or Blazing-Ster , Which then newly 
appear'd in the Heavens. I took an Occa» 


fion in that Dzſpatch,to venture my Thoughts 


concerning the Nature oft theſe Amazing 
Phenomena , which ſo aſtoniſh the Minds 
of Mortals, and puzzle the Ableſt+ Phi 
loſophers to diſcover the Origin. From this 
Diko urſe, I paſt inſenfibly into a more Ge- 
neral One, concerning the Stars. I faid what 
I thought was proper to One of his Pro- 
feffion ; being unwilling ro offend by too 
much -Boldneſs, a Man eſteem'd the Moſt 
Learned and Accompliſhed in that Science, 
of this Age. For, though 1 give little Cre- 
dir to Fudicial Aſtrology, as *tris practis'd 
now a-Days ; yet it would have been an 
Incivility to expreſs ſo much ro one that 
lives by it ; and who, for his Eminent Skill 
therein, is honour'd with the Grand Sign- 
or's Friendſhip, and a Noble Penſion. Bur, 
with rhee, I will rake the more Freedom; 
in- Reſpect of that intimate Familiarity thar 
has been always between us, 


* That 
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Thar rhe Heavenly Bodies bave an Influx 
on this Lower World ; is an Article, the 
General Senſe of all Mankind. gives Teſti- 
mony to ; whilſt every Morning we re- 
joyce ro ſee that Gloriow Orb of Light, the 
Sun, imprint ithe Eaſtern Skzes and Clonds, 
with his Refreſhing Rays; be gilds the 
Frontiers of the Horizon,” and decks the Tops 
of Mpuntains with 2 cbearful Brightneſs. 
The Earth, the Air and Seas, participaze of 
the Verrue of his Beams : "Tis He gives 
Life to Plants and Animals : He renovates 
the Elements, and every Sublunary Being. 

So, when he takes his Conge every Even- 
ing of our Hemiſphere ; he ftill affords us 
Light, though but &t Secoud-Hand : Whilit 
he in Perſon, makes his Progreſs to ithe 
Weſtern Continent, to chear and recreaze 
by his Preſence, the Remore and Solitary 
Borders of America ; Fair Cynthia is his 
Proxy here, attended on by other Planets, 
waiting 1n their Turns, and a whole Hemiſ-- 
phere of Fixed Stars. 

Theſe ſhine by Night, for ather Ends, no 
doubr, than meerly to light rhe Shepherds 
as they watch their barmitels 'Flacks; or 
ſerve as Flambraux to the wandring Tra- 
yeller : Yer this is comfortable in our Ele- 
menrary Darkneſs. The Mariner rezoyces , 
when in the Mighty Waſte of unknown 
Seas, 'he makes a Latrery of his Fortune, 
and truſts his Saul! and Bodyto a rotren Skiff ; 
where Slavery and Freedom, Life and Death 
are equal Chances, When he ftruggles with 

peruous 
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Impetuous Winds, and Boiſterous Waves, 
threatn'd on all Hands by rhe Bedlam Fur 
ry of the Sea: I 'fay, he's glad ar'ſuch a 
Time, to have the Light his Friend , though 
it be bur rhe faint Glimmering of rhe Stars ; 
-that be may ſee rhe Perils that encompaſs 
him, and uſe the propereft Means to ayoid 
them. How is his Heart reviv'd, if in the 
dreadful Storm, he ſpies bur one poor Chink 
or Cranny in the Cloſe Gloomy Clouds, 
through which the Azure Sky can ſhew ir 
felf > And then ſome Proſperous Conſtelati- 
on to appear amidſt that Checquer-Work, of 
this Low Orb, and thoſe Above ; makes him 
rake Courage and defy the Powers of ous 
and Neptune : He challenges the Rocks and 
Sands to hurt him 5 and mocks the Fatal Ap- 
paritions of Caſtor and Pollux. 

Yer theſe and many more Inferiour Uſes, 
were not all for which the Stars were made. 
They have befides, undoubredly, ſome Do- 
minion, Influence and Power on Earth ; and 
all the Beings dwelling on ir. Wherever 
they caſt thew Rays, there's ſome Material - 
Emanarion felr ; An EfMlux full of hidden 4 
Magick. They dart on Men and other Ani- 
mals; on Phants and other Minerals ; on e- 
very Thing that is Compounded of the E- 
lements, and does reſide . within the Sphere 
of their Attivity : Each darts, I ſay, irs own 
Peculiar Force and Vertue. "Tis probable, 
that every Nation, Tribe and Family ; each 
Climate, Province, Spor and Corner of the 
Earth, have their Particular Stars, ay 
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the differenr Species of all Sublunary Things, 
and every -Individual Being. Bur how to 
derermine their , Influence particularly , by 
Divination, by Calculating Nt;vities, erect. 
ing: Horoſcopes, and other Schemes of A- 
ſirolopy 3 to foretell Things ro come ; tor a» 
void Prognoſticated Evils ; and engroſs all 
happy Evens ; to, predict other Mens Fares, 
whiltt we are ignorant. of our own, &Cc. is 
a thing which appears ro me beyond the 
Power: of Human Reaſon, and a Science 
builron Sand. 

For; who has numbred' the Stars, or viſit- 
ed the- Places of their different Situarion ? 
Who has underſtood their various Quali- 
ties, Engagements, Aſteriſms, ar.! *Obligati- 
on ? their 'Tyes to one another, and 'their 
Obedience ro rhe Laws of the Univerſe ? 
O that Mortal Man ſhon'd preſume to dive 
thus far;' even, into the Heavenly Arcana, 
the ' Cavinet-Secrets of God Allmighty ! Will 
he be Wiſer than Ptolomy, Caſſander, Enudox- 
us, Archelaus, Hoychilax, Halicarnaſſeus and 
many others, moſt expert Mathematicians, 
and' Men of a profound Judgment 3 who 
have confeſs'd, that after all cheir Search in 
this Science, they find it impoſſible ro make 
any certain Concluſion from the Conhgura- 
rions' Above ; in Regard of the Innumera- 
ble -Mulriplicity of Cauſes co-operating with 
chem, tro which we are- wholly Strangers: 
beſides thoſe things which oppoſe or favour 
the Inflaence of - the Stars among our ſelves, 
and- with which .we. are very  tamiliar ; > 
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the Force of Blood, Cuſtoms, Traditions, 
Manners, Educarion, Prejudice, Prepoſlefii- 
on, Place and Time; Empire and Subjecti- 
on; Diet and Diſcipline : Finally, the Free- 
dom of Mind, or its Servirude. All which, 
they fay, the Stars cannot compel, bur on- 
ly diſpoſe and incline. 

Moreover, they who have preſcribed the 
Rules of Fudictal Afrroloy, difier ſo extreme- 
ly in one and the ſame Subject ; Thar there 
15 no Encouragement for a Thinking Man, 
ro hope ever to make a True Judgment by 
their Rules, unleſs he be Divinely inſpir'd 
within, and have a certain Naruzal Inſtin&t 
which ſuggeſts ro him the Knowledg of Fy- 
#nre Things. Or, he is poſlefsd by ſome 
Prelaging Demon ; whoſe Whiſpers dire 
bum what Judgment ro chooſe, among the 
many that may be made upon the Sight 
of a Scheme, according ro the Variety of 
Rules that have been given. And ths 
the Opinion of the Learned Hali, my Coun- 
tryman, who has had many Followers.: So 
that after all, this boaſted Science will ra» 
ther deſerve the Name of Sorti/ogy, than 
Aftrougy 5 whilſt all irs Dictates depend on 
pure jecture, or the Extempore Aﬀe- 
Etions of the Mind; or which 1s worſt of 
. all, on the Afﬀlatus of Buſy, Intereſſed Spt- 
rits, Genii, or Demons of the Air, who have 
ſame Deſign of their own ro purſue, and 
make Men their Tools ro execure ir, 

Undoubredly, they both deceive others, 
and are deceivy'd themſelyes ; who proline 
this 
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this\Vain Arr, for the Sake of Filthy Lucre. 
For, if there was any thing of Truth in 
it ; how came they ro fail ſo often, and 


1o egregiouſly in rheir Prediftions > Or, 


why do they always couch rheir Prognoſti- 
cations in ſuch Ambiguous Terms ; thar like 
the Delphick Oracle, may be raken in which 
Senſe you pleaſe, and applyed ro any Na- 
tion, Prince , Time, or Perſon ; as the 4ſtro- 
loger ſhall pleaſe to commenr, afrer ſome- 
thing of whar he has ſaid ar random may 


- have happen'd ? For from. that infinite Varie- 


ty of Stars and Afpefs, ir is very eahe 
for a Bold Sophifter 1n this Art, to cull our 
fuch for his Turn, as ſhall be proper ro con- 
vince Ignorant People, that he was in the 
Right when he promis'd them _ Life, 
Health, Honours, Riches, Children, Friends, 
Power, Victory, the Enjoyment of their Loves, 
and fuch like; or rhreatned rhe quite con- 
rrary ; even juſt as they fall our. Bur, 
if at any Time they were catch'd in an 
apparent Falſhood, rhen they either com- 
plemenr a Man into a good Opinion of 
them, by relling him, 4 Hiſe Man has 
Domimon over the Stars ; or they inſult 0- 
ver him by a Thouſand Conremprs of 
bx ſuppos'd Folly ; which, they fay, reſiſted the 
Influence of the Stars, and hinder'd their good 
—_=—_ Yer, theſe Sort of People are in 
hiefeſt Requeſt among the Princes and Pc- 
rentares of the Earth ; eſpecially in the Ea, 
where there's nothing to be done either in 
Peace -or War, without firſt conſulting the 
Aſtrolo= 
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Afſtrologer. Though really there is not a more 
unprofitable, not to ſay a more peſtilent Race 
of Men in a Commonwealth. 

Cornelins Tacitus, a grave Anthor, com+s 
plain'd of '*em in Old Time : So did Var, 
with other Sincere Writers. And 1t was iv 
Cuſtom in Alexandria formerly, for Aſtrels- 
gers to pay a certain Tribute, which they 
call'd Fools-pence, becauſe ir was taken from 
the Gain which rhe 4ſtrolcegers made by their 
own Ingenious Folly, and the CredulousDo- 
tage of their Admirers.

They ſay allo, that 
Moyſes preſerit d the Obſervation of the Sab- 
bath, from Ina_ Grounds; it being dedi- 
cated to Saturn. aicrtbe the De Sa 
the Inflxence \of *the 'Srars; and the Law 
given on Mount Sinai, is in their Divinity 
owing to the fame Original. They arttri- 
bure rhe Conception of Feſus the Son of Mary,

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to Venus ; and his ſuppoſed Death ro Mars, 
They affirm, that rhe Meſfus himfelf wasrthe 
gteareft Aſtrologer of his Time : Thar he 
made a particular Choice of Hours, wherein 
to. work his Miracles, and to paſs through 
the Screets of Feruſalem, without receiving 
Damage from the Fews, Which made him 
onceſay to his Diſciples, Are there not Twelve 
Hours in 4 Day 2 when they warn'd him nor 
to go into the City on ſuch a Day for fear of 
the People. 

They add, That whoſoever has Mars hap- 
pily plac'd in the Ninth Houſe, at his Nativi- 
ty, fhall have Power to Expel Demons from 
the poſſelsd ; And whoſoever has the Moon 
with Frpzter in Conjunction with the Dra- 
gons Head, in the Zenith, and ſhall pray to 
God, whatſoever he deſires ſhall be granted: 
And that Immortal Felicity depends on Fupiter 
and Saturn, if they be happily poſited in Leo, 
For, whoſoever has this Configuration, his 
Soul afrer Death being freed from Infinite 
Streights and Perils, ſhall aſcend tro irs Ori- 
ginal and Native Sear, the Region of Endleſs 
Liberty and Bliſs. 

All this may be true, for ought I know ; 
bur rill I have a Demonſtration for ir, I ſhall 
defire to ſuſpend my Belief. In the mean 
whnle, this is my Faith, That al Things depend 
on Everlaſting Deſtiny.

I formerly ſent that Patriarch of the Paith- 
ful, a Scheme, or Model of the Whole Work, 
which I drew up in the Beſt Manner I con'd 
for the Time that was allowed me. Now 
I ſend thee one more ample and correct ; 
tis inclosd in the Box which comes with 
this: Wherein thou wilt alſo find a large 
Catalogue of Hiftorians; containing almoſt 
all rhar have written rhe Aﬀairs of King- 
doms - and Empires, fince rhe Beginning of 
the' World ; With their particular Characters ;

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have in theſe Papers, given thee Cautions 
how to uſe, even fome of thoſe whom we 
eſteem of greateſt Integrity and Reputati- 
on. : For, though they ſcorned, ta broach Fa.
